Power of Reason 



From the Collegian, Colorado State University: 

It is obvious that the means used to pursue a goal can either make or 
break a movement, at least on this campus. For the past two weeks, 
minority students have rationally and peacefully souglit major changes 
in this institution. They have presented a list of demands; that have 
received widespread support; and, pending approval b> tlie University 
governing board, the most significant of their demands have been 
granted. Rational interaction was evident: violent confrontation was 
not. 

Last quarter, another group on this campus, the StudenU for a 
Demociatic Society (SDS) distributed a list of demands (towhom, it is 
uncertain) and called for a general strike of the student body for the 
"recognition and implementation" of these demands. Tlie strike, which 
finally occurred last Tuesday, failed. Few students boycotted classes 
and the overall reaction to the strike was distinguishably apathetic. 

It appears to me the most significant reason why the minority 
students have achieved some degree of success and why the SDS "got 
soaked" is the evident difference in tactics used by the groups. SDS. 
from the very beginning of their movement (mid-February), sougl.i 
disruptive action in the form of a class boycott, which by some stroke 
of fate was supposed to have awakened archaic administrators to the 
reality that some people want some changes made. The did not, in 
other words, strive for a reasonable method of adiievir^ their demands: 
they sought a confrontation because they deem Tevaiutkm imperative 
to improve societal conditions. 

The minority students, on the other hand, merely used the power of 
reason. They sought an answer and a committment and it appears they 
may have got the both. Violence was not necessary; it never is. In the 
span of two short weeks, a group of students demanded an awareness of 
previously ignored problems presented several feasible solutions to 
those problems, and rationally set about to enact the solutions. Their 
success, in my estimation, has Steady been proven. A rational mm 
cannot fail.

Successful Co-op?

■ I he ( o-op is supposed to be a store for the students. At least that's what 
those- who run it claim. But a closer look at Uie Co^jp casts nave doubts upon 
that claim. 

"First, the Co-op apparently maintaiBt an exoeaiiw snount of cadi on hand. 
They keep $180,000 on hand and tfaat't a lot of money that could be used for 
other purposes such as dnwing interest or being put to use m other oopcrative 
pr<)jects si4ikh could benefit students. Most business keep a small amount on 
huid and put the test to work. 

"Second, the Co-op also apparently maintains an evcessivc amount of money 
m Its reserve. The profit after the rebate last year was S,s.1,0(X). and that profit 
was put into a retained earnings fund which now totals $629,000. 

" There arc two reasons L'iven for keeping such a large amount in leietve One is 
for expansion and retiring indebtedness. Yet the iong-tiam debt, a mottle note 
secured by land and buUding and due nootUy through 1986 wtfi five and a hdf 
let cent interest, is only S472,000. 

"That means that the Coop could pay off the debt today, stffl have $200 000 
■Ji retained earnings and no longer have to pay the five and a half per cent interest 

"Another alleged reason for keeping the large reserve is to guard against loss of 
business mcome. Yet with that $200,000 tiwt ..u,uld ix- left the Ca«p could 
Dperate for over one month without talcing in one single dime!

10. Don't accept a replacement 
roommate without a clear written 
agreement.

Project THEMIS was recently 
brought to the general public's 
attention by a group of students who 
donomtnted at the AAUP meeting 
Tuesday, April 22. AT tfiis meeting 
and in an SDS position papa, it was 
claimed that FSU is in "collusion 
with the miHtaiy opiession" by beii% 
i^vxiatL'd with this Department at 
UulcnM.' project. 

If I SU is to be held guilty by such 
association, the guilt is nutnifold, for 
the universit>' has three squiate areas 
of research (more tium ai^ other 
university) being conducted 
simultaneously on canqins. 

AH fluee areas of research are 
authorized by the Department of 
Defense and control and supervision 
directly held by two branches of the 
armed services, the U.S. Navy, and 
U.S. .\v.n\. 

WEATHER RESEARCH 
Two of the programs are under 
the contract to Out Navy. One, a 
multiple-scale approach to ttte 
understanding and predictimi of 
tropical weather phenomena, is being 
researched by the Mettorolog\ 
Department under the supervision of 
Dr .\ I.. La Seur, pnrfessor of 

Meteorology.

Statement which said that, if past 
events are a guide, "the study of 
tropical weather prediction will be 
used to help American troops put 
down the struggles of people in 
tropic underdeveloped countries," 
Dr. La Seur said: "OurTBieaich is not 
directed towards these ol^ectives. 
Any use is up to the military. We are 
not directed by them to undertake 
any specific progiams. iNo 
information is classified and the 
results are freely disseminated - in 
unrestricted form. 

"Simply," Dr. La Seur continued. 
"Our purpose is just to cdlect and 
analyze date. So far this research has 
been in the tropical Atlantic, 
esp ecial l y in and around Barbados. 
We are attempting a better 
understanding and control ot weather 
conditions." 

The other wealher-oriented 
project IS being conducted by Dr. 
Richard L. Pfeffer. director of 
Geo-Fluid Dynamics institute. The 
purpose of Oiis reseaich is to make 
diagnostic studies of cydone 
development and theoretical and 
experimental studies of plaaetaiy 
atmospheric circulation."

FSU students have received much attention for their heroic efforts in 
assisting firemen and university otticiaJs during the fue in Westcott 
Building Sunday. 

Stories of the students' efforts were carried nationwide by the wire 
services and radioand televsion networks. In response have come letters 
and telegrams uf admiration and gratitude from both in and outside 
. Morida. in addition, the Legislature passed a resolution of 
- commendation. 

After reading some of the messages. I've noticed that some people 
Ijjve a distorted impression of who these students were. The point is 
made that they were the "good students." 

In the minds of many people, the FSU student bod\ consists of two 
segments. There are the lung hair radicals, the SDS members, who 
constantly disrupt and protest. Then there are the "good students," 
interested "strictly in obtaining an education " These students are the 
ones who rose to the occasion Sunday during the fire, they say. 

This is turiy a distorted impression. Many of the several hundred 
students who assisted at Westcott participated in the "grass roots" 
movement last spring. Many were :;nK)ng those who converged outside 
of the Union and later on Westcott Lawn on the night of March 4. 

Those at Westcott Sunday were the "good students." They were 
typical, clean cut and conscientious. The point is so were those who 
have protested on occasion. 

The "good student" follows his conscience. When he sees 
constitutional rights being demed, his beliefs prompt him to protest this 
denail. When he sees pdice being needlessly tvoi^t in, he proteste this 
too. 

His beliefs also prompt him to action in an emergency such as 

theWestcott fire. 

Gov. Kirk, after witnessing the role of the students, said: "This is the 
real FSU student body " 1 guess he doesn't know that, with a couple of 
exceptions, this has been the case all along.

To the girls of Bryan Hall, who had to be dislocated and 
inconvenienced, I wish to extend an open mvitation to them to come to 
Student Government for any assistance and we wiD attempt to make an 
•■pleasant situation as comfortable as possible. 
No matter how I say it, it will still sound redundant, but 1 must close 
by paying the student at F.S.U. have shown that they are a credit to the 
unwcrsity and the state as a whole My personal thanks and 
congratulations to one and all. Let us hope that we wUl not have to 
wait for an other such incident to bring everyone togedm widi imrtual 
respect again.

'Enemy of the People 
Was Discussion Topic

You don't necessarily have to ran, 
but at least walk btisldy to the 
Campus Art Theatre to see "La 

Prisonniere" before it doses (which is 
supposed to be Tuesday). Though I 
can't get quite so breathless about 
the film as the reviewer from Paris' 
La I'igaro, it's still an intriguing fflm, 
and one which you should see. 

"La Priaonaiere" is a fibn by 
French director HenchGeoiges 
Oouzot It's a bizarre tale of a kinky 
menage a trois set in mod, mod Paris 
(which looks su^idoualy like it may 
have been spawned by Antonioni's 
explication of mod. mod London, 
coirpletc with splashy op art 
interiors and bcjutiluUy careful 
color camera work, giving us crisp, 
dear images). 

Clouzet paces his film caiefnUy, 



easing us into his weird story. We 
start out on an ordinary day with an 
otdinaiy modem Parisian couple. The 
hnsfaand is an artist piepaiing for an 
exhibit in a mod l^aris galleiy. Slowly 
wc meet the dramatis personae, 
including Stan Hassier, the satanic 
central figure of the fBm. 

Stan Hassier is a sadist supreme 
who would have warmed die very 
heart of the old Marquis de Sade 
himself. Stan's only pleasure is 
inflicting pain. He meets the young 
artist's wife, and slowly, 
methodically hues hei into his evil 
plans. He seduces her to his own 
destraction. By the end the wife has 
foigotten her husband and is. indeed, 
the prisoner of Stan Hauler. 

"La Prisonniere" is a cool tale of 
evil. Stan Hassier becomes one of the 
most completely evil villains the 
dramatic arts have seen since 
Shakespeare's lago. 




(As an aside, it i^ iiiterestins: to 
note that the nest scheduled feature 
at the Campus Art is Claude 
Chabrol's new film, "Les Biches," 
which further pursues the theme of 
lesbianism b^n in such films as 
'The Fox." "The ICillii« of Sister 
Geoige" and "Therese and Isabelk." 
As long as the manager at the 
Campus Art will provide us with 
halfway recent films b\ renowned 
directors, wc owe it to him to 
support his shows.) 

CHARLY 

The Oscar-winning film "Charty" 
is playing for a liroited engagement at 
the SUte Theatre through Tuesday. 
This is the film for which Cliff 

Robertson won the 1968 Academy 
Award as Best Actor for his portrayal 
of the nuntalK retarted bakcr> 
sweeper of the title. Robertson's 
portrayal is superb The Tdm which 
surrounds this portrayal is, however, 
intensely artificial. 

"Chaily" is a mildly science fiction 
story of a mental retard who is uiadc 
into a genius throujih j sines of brain 
operations He Kcomes an erudite 
L'cntletnen. only lo -hou laier M};ns 
ol regres.sing to his tormer retarded 
state Ihe poignancy of Robertson's 
portrayal of Charly. his hopes and 
despairs, is indeed heart-rending. 

Unfortunately director Ra^rii 
Nelson ("Lilies of the Field'^ 
and taipt writer author Stirling 
Syi4>hant ("In the Heat of the 
Night") don't give the characters 
around Charly any substance It is 
basically a dishonest movie Nelson 
depends completely upon stock 
audience re^onse - and he pulls ou t 
all stops to drain every last ounce of 
pity for Chaily However, be chooies 
an elaborate anema ^le to teU a 
huaaify amirie ttoiy. And his fihn 
never rei^ jeUs stylistically There 
are stylish split screens, and lyrical 
slow motion sliuts. and stark 
black-and-white dream shots B ut the 
ysMo hat of cinematic tricks never 
really works. If it weren't for 
Robertsim's portrayal, the film 
wouldn't be worth watchu^

first American anthropologists. Franz 
Boas. In his own graduate work 
between 1912 and 1917 BeUamy 
studied under a student of Boas', 
Alexander Chamberlain. 

"When 1 was stucfying sociology 
they put me in a room with some 
andifoptrfogists and it was somewhat 
distracting to me. having those 
interesting books on |»imitive races 
around - I just had to take them 
down and read them," said Bellamy. 

Bellamy's interest in the subject 
extended to occa.sionally publishing 
in the field. In a 1930 issue of The 
.iournal of Physical .-Xnthropologs . 
for instance, appears his article about 
a new method he had devised to 
exactly detennine hair color. 

He fouad that hjr inserting P»t of 
a KKcause Aotgra carHidBB in a 
colair vrtwel and attaching a small 
chirop of hair to it flw Aeesi of the 
hair could be eliminated and its ceier 
determined within a fraction of OQB 
per cent accuracy. 

His skill also enabled him to 
discredit a report from Indian 
Springs, north of Macon. Ga., about 
the discovery of some ancient Indian 
mummies, 

"Fdces," said BeUamy after a visit, 
and the newspaper quoted him. The 
mummies later were discovefed to 
have been made in Boston."

Flambeau Editorial 

Student Paper's Role 

(Note: The following effitoria] is by Sam Miller, interun editor of the 
Flambeau who has been named editor for the l%9-70 school year. 
Miller presents his idea of the role of a student newspaper. This will be 
followed by an edit(»ial in which Miller examines the present 
Fhinbeau, n<^ its shOTtcomii^, and proposes diange.) 

The role of a daUy student newspaper in the university community is 
fourfold. The paper must inform; present as wide a samphng as possible 
- ot the political and philosophical currents on campus; entertain; and, 
when in the view of the editor and his staff, the issue warrants, take a 
definite political stand. 

To inform is the {ttimary responsibility of any newspaper. The 

student paper should be on top of everything that happens in or is 
related to the university community. When the staff is doing its Job 
thorou^y, there should be no scoops by pn^essiiHBal papers on events 
h^pening on campus. 

All phases of the university should be covered. This takes in quite a 
bit of territory: the day-to-day administrative operations; relations 
between the adrainatratioa. with emphasis i^aced on the division of 
students affairs, and the student body; academic programs even to the 
level of the various departments; legislation and programs of Student 
Government, legislation of Faculty Senate; interc<«c^te md 
intramural athletics: activities of the many social clubt and 
^ organizations on campus, including fraternities and sororities. 

Also meriting coverage are legislation by the Legidature pertaining 
to the university community and acti<Ml by the Board uf Regents. 

By presenting divergent points of view, the student newspaper also 
informs, but in a slightly diffoent sense. It should present a wide 
sampling of what students, faculty, administrators, and others i-re 
thinking. This sampling is presented through letters to the editor and 
occasional student authored colunns, not neceKarSy m the e^orial 
column of the paper. 

The university community has a right to speak out on its critical 
issues As space permita. the ^dent mrw^aper should provide it the 
opportunity. 

To entertain is the third area of the role of a student newspaper. The 
paper should be as attractive to the eye as possible. Attractiveness can 
be achieved through the use (rf imaginative layout techniques, 
photography and artwork. 

The paper should contain features with definite entertainment value 
^such as humor columns, cartoons, photo features and feature stories. 
Every known newspaper, whether it is staffed by students or 
professional journalists, takes a stand on the critical issues at one time 
or another. Situations arise which prompt editors and their staffs to see 
anobligationto provide political and soctsd comment. 

This is the truly traditional role of a newspaper dating back to the 
pre-Revolutionary War days. In the history of American journalism, 
editorial comment has sometimes been indistinguiriiable from material 
pieaentedasa fact. 

Editorial comment is as vital to a democraUc form of government as 
any other material a newqnper wiU present, but it muat be presented m 
the context of opinion as qpposed to news wiiki it preaented in the 
context of fact. 

It is not possible for a student newq»per to reflect the opiniom of 
all members of the university community since viewpoints may vary in 
a tfiousand directions. It is not possible for the paper to reflect the 
..stands of even a majwity. In the first place, often the majority w3i not 
agree on a particular point of view. Instead the university community 
wB iHvi<te into sevend, ot many, factions. In the second place, how is 
the majnrity s viewpoint, if it ever exists, on the critical issues to be 
determined? By a referendum before each editorial is written? 

The only scriution is to delegate the authority of determining 
editorial policy of a student newspaper to the editor and his staff They 
must be allowed to present things as they see them, not as other 
members of the university community see them. 

On occasion, the editor may have to defend his edttorial policy to 
the Board of Student Publications. This reviewseems in order. If the 
editor attempts to uncover aU facts on all sides and tbm reach ah 
editorial stand after consideration of the facts, he should fear no 
review. He will be able to back up his stand. 

As long as the editor is rational and responsible - agreement or- 
disagreement with editorial policy should not be the basis for 
.determination of rationaHty and responsibflity - he must be invested 
A itli the final authority as to his paper's editorial stand.

In I lorida, 
students provide 12.5 per cent of all 
monies, and the absolute figures are 
expected to rise witti the increae of 
tuition costs begjnnjag fidi quarter 
1%9. 

More money is necessary. Darling 
sad, because oif an mcnasing need in 
the state universities for more 
building space, increased research and 
additional demands for services that a 
nniversit> can provide to flie state 
and region.

DISAGREE WITH METHOD 



A« interim editor of the Flambeau for the past three months. I will be the first 
to admit that the paper falls short in completely performing this lourlold role. 

There is room for improvement in its .overage ot local happenings Activities 
•f social groups on campus, including the Creeks, siiould receive more coverage. 
Visiting speakers should be covered more thoroughly. 

Student and faculty points of view aren't adequately expressed. Comment 
outside tlic staff is usually hmited to the letters to the editor cohunn. 

A n el l ort will iv made to establish other channels by which student and faculty 
vieui)oints ina> be expressed. The angle ci^n idea has been tried and found 
lacking. In the experimental stage is the Flambeau Forum which piesents weekly 
cohinws from the univeisity community. It is hoped that the Forum can be 
developed into a i^ular feature of the paper 

The Flambeau falls short in providing material with entertainment value. A 
column on European fa.shions. to be written b> j student in the I'SU Florence 
program, is in the works for nevt fall. Also being planned are a humor column a.nd 
a series of indeptli .irticles on a foreign countrs . 

Hie I lanibeau doesn't otfer editorial comment as often as it should. Too 
often, editorials from other newspapers are included instead of local editorials. 

My excuse for this is that Gaiy Smith, my manning eiStor, and I anply 
haven't had the time to write a daily editorid. The pqiet is sevo^ undentdTed. 
We have had to peifona as news rqxHter, news edtor. and even byout editor on 
a too regular basb in addition to Inviitg had to fiilffl our executive 
responsibilities. 

* The only sohitioa to this and the other sh«wlcomingsof the Flambeau is an 
inaeased staff. Extensive efforts are being made to recruit additional staff 
members for next year. Several junior college newspaper editors have been 
contacted. Two. who wUl attend I SI next fall, have agreed to wwk on the paper 
Other junior college transfers are expected to work on the Flambeau. 

I plan to viMi ihe lournalism Masses of the I allahassee aiea high schools and 
attempt to attract sludentv wit(, high school student pubiicatiMis experience. 

These new people, logetiier with five or six of this year's Staff who wS letnin 
next year, should form a solid, experienced staff. 

A major gripe of mine about the present Ftambean is its look of grayness. 
Unless something earth-shattering is on the &ont pi«e. H looks Um<L The aside 
pages are usually dull too. 

I plan to overcome this by increasing the length of the paper's page from Ihe 
present 14 mches to 17 inches and increasing the size of the body type from the 
present eight point i. t, ,, p>,int This wffl give the Flambeau an meaiance similar 
to that of the I londu Alligator. 

The additional spa. c will allow for larger headlines, larger photos, etc We wOl 
have room to experiment and try to develop refreshing layout techniques. 

As I anticipate an increased staff and canespondfa« inoeaaed local news 

koveragc, 1 plan to inciease the size of the paper to 12, 16 and MpMBiBileadof 

the present eight and ] 2. 

It is hoped that these changes, and others to be planned later .ull go a long 
way toward enabling the Flambeau to effectively perform its fourfold role in the 
umvetsity conunuoity.

There are two things in basebaO that almost every fan loves to see 

home runs and exciting, agressivc biiserunning. Powerful siui;.!cr,s wIk. 
can consistcntJy hit the ball out ol the park are hard to get in college, 
they usually sign pro contracts for a $50,000 bonus. It takes a lot of 
hard work and practice to bo able to run bases aggressively and 
consistently well. However, a teani that has good speed and can run 
bases well will certainly win a lot of ball games and this i$ one of the 
baseball fundamentals we tiy to rtress here at FSU. 

An aggressive team on the bases must know and practice good 
baserunning fundamentals; know how to take a lead, how to slide, how 
to get a good start on a sted; but even mmre important (in our o|wiion) 
is the develc^iment of the proper ^tude concemu^ aggressive 
baserunning. 

First of alJ, each individual player must know basic baserunning 
strategy - when he should try for an extra base, n^en is a good time to 

steal, when he should try to stretch a long single into a double, when he 
must tr> to score from third base on a ground ball The base coaches or 
a coach on the bendi can direct the overall straicgv lo a certain extent, 
but if a team is to be a good baserunning team, most of the snap 
decisions must be made by the players on the field, and they must be 
well-versed in the basic basebaU strategy if they are to make the right 
decisions the majority of the time. 

To make the decision, the baserimner will need to know and 
consider a number of factors: 

1 . The score of the game and the number of outs; 

2. The iimint'. 

3. Hjs ability and the abihty of the defensive players involved; 

4. The ability of the batter; 

5. The ability of the next batterfs); 

6. The condition of the field; 

7. The tempo of the game. 

NaturaUy. the player does not have tune to consicter all of these 

points in the split second he has ,o make his decision as he prepares to 
round a base or tries to score from third base. He must think about 
these things before the play begins, and with those thoughts in his mind 
he should make the right decision instantaneously in the split-second he 
has inwhich to decide what to do. Many players who always seem to 
make the correct sito-second" decision do so, not because they think 
so quickly and react to the situation so quickly, but because they think 
out the situation clearly and thoroughly before the play ever develops. 

One unportant thing that baseball fans need to keep ia nund is that a 
basenmner's decision is right or wcong accordif« to the situation m 
which it is made, NOT according to the results If a player decides to 
try to score on a ground ball to the shortstop, it is a good or bad 
decision according to the situation of the game. If he has a good chance 
of scoring and the situation of the game is such that (under the 
circumstances) he should try it, it is the right decision. If the shortstop 
comes up with the ball and makes a great throw to the (date to get the 
runner out, it was still the right decision. The fans may boo and veil at 
the player for getting thrown out. but he made the right decision 
according to the circumstances. FrequenUy in a bosefaafl game, a pfayer 
wU make a mental mistake and make the wrong decision, but the 
defense will not react properly or wUl make an error, and the 
baserunner will score. Everyone claps and cheers, but in reaKty the 
player made the wrong decision under the circumstances, and the fact 
that he got away with it doesn't make the deciaon r^t - "They just 
outdumbed us" as the saying goes. 

Another thing that fans should remember is that a team that rum 
the bases aggressively will have times when thf defense comes up with 
the ball and the runner is thrown out easily' If a team is to run bases 
aggressively they must expect to fail some of the time, but by runnmg 
aggresswely and putting a lot of pressure on the other team they should 
be successful most of the time. Again, the play was right or wrong 
accordmg to tlw situation ather than accorduig to the resulte.

Student Rights 

From the Kentucky Kemel. Umvenitjr at Kentncfcy: 
"The su^ension rf five Univenity students Tuesday foUowing thcii arrests 
on drug chaiges has diown once again that the Student Code is neail) 
worthless for protecting students against undue reprisals. 

"Vice President for Student Affairs Dr. Stuart I orth suspended the students 
under a section of the Student Code reading: 

"In the event that a student has betn accused of an offense against the 
universit.v and/or ;u!ainst the city, state or federal government, the nature of 
which may present a clear and present danger of serious physical or mental 
hann to the student or to any other member of the unwersity community or 
to jiniversity property, the vice pieadent for student affairs, after consoltition 
with the UnivMsity Appeals Board, may impose such tempmry sanctiiMU oa 
the student as are reasonably necessary to protect Oe student, the uiuvenily 
community and/or univenity property from such danger. 

" "Such temporary sanctions may exist and be enforced only until wcfa time 
as final disposition has been made of the case by the appropnate unhrersity 
judicial or administrative cntit> or. in the event the offense is not one subject 
to universjt) disciplinary procedures, until the stu<tenfs trial by the 
properly-constituted authorities has been completed.' 

"This same provision of the code was utilized last semester under «imii.r 
circumstances and was caOed to ta* tiien by flie KeneL One of the main 
pomts made by university ofiBdds selling the idea erf the code was that it 
would prevent 'double jeopardy' - punishment by both civil and univenity 
authonties m the case of lc«al action being taken gainst students for afleaed 
ofr-campus activities. 

"The img arrests were made off-campus for alleged violations which local 
authorities charged occurred off-campus. The next question is whether the 
nature of the charges would tend to indicate activities which "may present a 
clear and present danger of senous physical or mental harm to the student or 
to any other niember of the university commumty or to university property' 
Lnta*s the students who are charged were actuaUy forcing drugs dovm people's 
throats. It is difficult to see how seUing drugs, if it were assumed that the 
cha^s placed were valid, could present a dear and pimnt danger to anyone 
The person «4io finally must answer fw tiie action taken against the 
students IS Dr. Forth. He is the one who took the initial action against the 
students, appmaOy on grounds that the crime of which thev have been 
accused piesenU a clear and present danger to the students' and/or the 
umversity. Whether his decision was basc-J on unenlightenment or on 
gutlessness <n,, one can deny that there are pressures from across the state and 
Irom 1 ranklort. m parlu ular to act with severity agamst studenU chaised with 
drug abuse), it still ren .i- , Uckofintegrity. 

■ We abhor the thought that university ofTiciab be acting, at the 
expense oi students, to insure that the political atmosphere in which the 
university must fluive. remains ti»iqniL TW. i. aperverAmof academic ideals 
HopefuUy tt» Appeal, BoKd. when it meets to handle this ca«=. wUi reverse 
Dt. FotA s senekss decision. The univeraty. however. shooM have refused to 
become mvt^ed wifli this case from the start. 

"It cannot be overemphasized that the h.ghh -vaunted Student Code seems 
to be of no value in guaranteeing that students will not be treated unjustly 
The 9ode quite apparently ,s open to arbitrary interpretation and is therefore 
practically worthless. The Student Bill of Rights whiei. is stiU befoie the 
University Senate. «ee.BStobeopentolhe«BeA»««thecode. »»mi« tt 
will be adopted. ^

Rights of Conscience 

From the Dakota Student, University <rf North DakoU: 
•Lf. Gen. Lewis B. HerAey. the archaic head of the arduuc selective service 
system, is feeling a little unea^ dieie d^s. 
"It's about tune. 

"F<w years Hershey has been making young Americans uneasy by threatening 
to use them as raw material for this country's war machine The finished products 
have been aU too often wasted educaiions, wasted careers, wasted lives. 

But things may be changing. .Never before has conscription had so many vocal 
opponents, so many proposals for reform. And now coroei the encom^ news 
that a man-, conscience might be accepted in our courtt oT law as sufficient 
reason for the military to leave him alone. 

■•U.S. District Court Judge Charles E. Wyzanski recently struck down as 
unconstitutional, conscientious objector status requiiemenU that the regisuant's 
objection be based on 'religious training and belieT and opposition * to 
participation m war in any fonn. ' 

"Wyzanski's ruling. deUvered after a challenge b> Harvard graduate John 
Sisson Jr., opens the door to CO. designation to men like Sisson who, whether 
they be religious or not. are motivated by pfafomMl mool bdwb wladi 
constitute the cenUal conviction of their beings.' 

"Unless overturned by the Supreme Court, the ruling could also open tile 
possibUity ot selective conscientious objectimi to wars like the one in Vietnani It 
would leave the decision of whetiier or not to kiB up to tiie penon who must puU 
the tngger, r rather than tiie state which gives him flie gun. 

"Wyzanski's precedentsetting decision points out tiie Selective Service Act is 
unconshtuhonal in two areas: It violates boti. the First Amendmem. which says 
•Conpw, shall make no law respecting an estoWishment of religion,' and the equal 
protection clause of the Fourteentii Amendment. 

"To many people in this country, the war in Vietnam is at complete odds with 
long-held morals and beUefs. They feel it was a tragic error for the United States 

^"""'^ '"""^"'^ ^^'^ ^^nf*";' *" nrst place, and the Uagedy is 
multiplied every day American tro<jp5 remain on Vietnamese soU 

"Now with Wyzanski's brave step they perhaps have an alternative to sending 
nve years m prison, fleeing the country or sacrificing deeply-ii^ndned principles. 
\nii nerhaps we, as a nation, can now b^ to allow the individual thoK 
hnscience and int^rity be has been deiried too ioag."

The Philadelphia bom artist made 
his debut at the age of ten with the 
Philadelphia Orchestra and ever 
Since has been paforming in solo 
concerts, guest appeatances with 
prchestias, muac festivals, as well as 
on radio and television. 

Mr. Plon attended Columbia 
University on a scholarship and 
graduated in 1956 witli a BA 
Degree. He has attended the 
Philadelphia Musical Academy, New 
York's Mannes College of Music and 
whUe attending the Fontainbleau 
I'ine Arts and Musio School in 
I rnace was awarded the Prix 
d'Excellence by Nadia Boulanger. 

In a very recent . review a 
Yugoslav critic wrote: "Pton's 
playing is dedicated and infallible in 
hi^ objective attitude of interpreter 
toward the composer. There are no 



distortions, and the virtuoso's will 
is directed toward a most faithfull 
rcnderins; ot recorded thoughts." In 
another notice, a German critic 
wrote: "In Plon we have a genuine 
musician before us whose noble 
elkdeavor is, to give us the masters 
as the masten are." 

Performances in recent years have 
taken Plon to some ten European 
countries. Bookings for the current 
season are being arranged in Austria, 
Switzerland, Holland. Poland, Israel, 
and Japan.

Paradox of Apathy 

From the Dafly Emerald, Univenity of Oregon: 

"Poverty, ndsm the draft, war, dehumanization, the corporate structure, 
ineiivant e&icatkm, the military-indnstria] complex, nudear wafare. 

"They aren't problems anyone can ignore because in some way or another 
those problems and the efTorts to solve them efTect the lives of each individual. It 
effects those lives bctause attempting to sohe those problems means chailenjiing 
aad altenng the very social and political mores which have allowed those 
problems to exist ftx so long. 

"Poverty, racism, the draft, war, dehumanization. the corporate structure, 
irrelevant education, the military industrial complex, nuclear warfare. All are 
words that have been pnqngandized so much by the Left that tiiey often lose 



speak out 



"Yet when one thinks about himself, about right and wrong, about what's 
h^pening to him and to the world, he realizes that those words do have meaning 
- that Iheii meaning is m the total the realities of those words ticatc 

"A recent article in Playboy called 'The Baiting Society' summed it up 'Today 
an earthquake is a reassuring thing: at least there is one honor for which we are 
not responsible.' 

"And io a generation, that because of nuclear bombs, population explosions, 

and pollution, isn't sure it has a future, takes it upon Itself to become the 
vanguard of the challenge to the way things are. And they become the vanguard 
because they have not yet been prostituted by the p<ditical and social systems 
that perpetuate themselves. 

"The reaction of society is not favorable. Tliey want to do thii^ the usu^ way 
and use the usual procedures and processes beoaise those processes never really 
confronted the pr^ileiiis and thus left a feding of security. A feelii« itf false 
security. 

"A paradox is crca!td Discussions ot morality, freedoms anii lihettiesbeeonic 
muddled The rights ul ilie oppressors seem to be protected more than the rights 
of the oppressed. Society places the greatest virtue on that majority that goes 
floough the usual (wocess, the usual educational channels. 

"Yet that is where the greatest danger lies - in the indifferent masses many of 
whom momentarily lose their indifference and react against the minority. They 
react because that minority has exposed the shield of false security. And society 

and it- iri.lilTcrent nussc: v. I'lc of rcaitrng with any vitality, with any 

wi]llng^e^^ lo change, with ai.;. lor anything other than defense. 

" Ail it seems able to do, is call the police. 

"The confrontation between the minority and society conies to a head on 
cqI^ campuses. It happens there partly because thoughu are freer there, partly 
bacause people get together easier there, and partly because the system's failts are 
more viable there. 

"But it happens there mainly because it is a place where the challenge must be 
made. It must be made there because the products of the colleges and universities 
are the people who will shape or reshape the society we will be living in 

"hfforts on campuse-^ tjke tnanv forns Demonstrations, demands for student 
vbice. calls for changcv in the educational process. Lach individual Uies to find his 
own way. Some demonstrate, some work in committees, some have free lunches 
on the student union lawn. Many do all three. 

"The more they try to challenge the way things are and have been for loo long, 
the more they realize the magnitude of the task. The more they realize that they 
must do what they are doing because to be really free they must be aware enough 
of yourself and your enviroiunent to be able to live flie alternative society so 
often claims you do not have.

It is sad but true that other campuses .niiidi are 
experiencing the growing pains of a new left or disgruntled Mack studenU as we 
are, only have generated general student support after the 'system' is rejected and 
something illegal is done. At San Francisco State, for example, the movement for 
a Black Studies Program was relatively small until police were called in, some 
heads were bashed, and student sympathy came from fellow students. 

"But each campus is unique and CSL s black students showed a grcai deal of 
candor and poise by directing their energies toward a peaceful demonsUation and 
t positive plan of action.

Dear Mr. DeYoung ; 

There is evidence that we of the 
mid-twentieth century arm 
engaged in a social and 
economic rcvoiutiot: equal in 
mafpnituda and in impact to the 
industrial revolution of the 
mid-eighteenth century. 
Instead of hand tools giving 
way to power-driven machines, 
though, man-run machines are 
giving way to computer-run 
machines. Many phases of 
business and industry which 
once depended exclusively on 
human effort (e.g. accounting, 
quality control, purchase 
ordering, and even sales) are 
already showing the intrusion 
of computers. Someday, 
machine-computer- computer- 
machine complexes may 
eliminate most human 
participation in industry. 

Such change will produce 
several si^if icant results 
(they've already started ! ) : 

1. The rapid decrease in need 
for unskilled and semi-skilled 
lalKM-. 

2. The ever accelerating need to 
retrain personnel to move 
from obsolete jobs to newly 

created ones. 

3. The requirement that 
those frequent technological 
retraining periods be with 
full pay (i.e. elimination of a 
job should not produce 
unemptoymont). 



4. The need for economic 
stability with nearly 100% of our 
labor force employed. (The 
need for 3%-5% unempitoynient 
is not diroctly evident.) 

5. The increasing emphasis On 
service industries. As 
proportionately more pe op l e 
are involved in research, 

teaching, counseling, etc., 

our society will lose its 
production consumption basis. 

What are you, an American 
businessman, doing to avoid 
massive social disorientation, 
such as was experienced in 
ninetoentli century England in 
the vwalto of tfca industrial 
revolution, as we shift to a 
service-oriented society? Howr 
will the excluded millions 
start to feel and to become a 
benefiting part of the changing 
society?

Dear Mr. Bookspan : 

The fear that human beings will 
be made obsolete by machines, 
and the prospects of a resulting 

massive social disorientation, 
has prompted cries of alarm 
since the harnessrng of steam 
power and the invention of the 
mechanical loom. 

These traditional forebodings 
have become increasingly vocal 
in some quarters with the 

continuously wider applications 
of automation As the litany 
goes: Autonuitcd machines 
controlled by computers are 
self -adjustiruj, repairing, and 
programming without human 
labor . . . can outperform any 
worker at the task undertaken, 
and likely outthink him as well. 
Inevitably more and more 
workers will be replaced with 
each progressively 
sophisticated generation of 
computer complexes, and 
unemployment will rise to 
crisis proportions. 

Historically these fears have 
proven groundless, and there 
is no reasonable basis to 
conclude any catastrophic 
developments in the future with 
increased automation. 

There is no end to the needs of 
human beings as they have 
more disposal income and more 

leisure time Without 
automation, we would not have 
had the capacity to fulfill the 
demands of a constantly 
increasing standard of living. 

As a matter of fact, while 
automation does cause 
displacement, it does not cause 
significant unemployment. 
Quite to the contrary, 
automation has created more 
jobs than it has destroyed. The 
development of the computer 
is a good example. Actually, 
there is greater employment 
now than would have been the 
case if the technological 
advances brought about by 
automation had not occurred. 

This is illustrated by industry's 
experience during the ten-year 
period ending in 1965. 



Approximately 58-million 
additional jobs were created, 
while some 50-million jobs were 
eliminated, leaving a net gain 
of 8-miMion positions. 
Significantly, technology in a 
large measure prompted the 
job gain, but was not the major 
cause of job losses. Rather this 
resulted more from increased 
wage rates occasioned by 
statute and agreements 
negotiated with unions, and for 
the most part affected unskilled 
jobs, as might be expected. 

The displacement, or 
redeployment, of workers 
resulting from automation 

certainly is no cause for alarm. 
Quite frequently, people are 
released from lower-paying 
jobs and advance to better- 
paying positions, all brought 
about by automation. Most 
firms applying newly available 
technologies retrain and place 
their employees in new 
positions, and invariably 
experience the need for 
additional personnel as well. 
For the most part this means an 
upgrading of skills along with 
an increased income-earning 
potential, and expanded 
employment. 

Compare the significant 

increase in the total work 



force of over 70-million, with 
average earnings of $2.50 per 
hour, to that of 63-million in 
1955 whose hourly earnings 
averaged $2.00 (equivalent 
1965 dollars). In other words, 
wage rates and employment 
both rose during a decade that 
witnessed considerable 
automated innovations. 

Aside from these bare-bones 
statistical facts, the impact of 
automation is measurable in 
other terms : namely, the 
increasing release of man from ' 
dawn-to-dark drudgery. 
Through the utilization of 
machines in lieu of brute force 
to increase productivity, 
significantly greater numbers 
have been able to shift to 
exciting new occupations that 
mean for them larger incomes 
and fuller lives. A vast spectrum 
of new activities through 
increasing applications of 
automation is profoundly 
affecting our whole mode of 
life. The future potential is as 
great as man's imaginative 
intelligence can develop.

To Show Cause 

The move by Student Senate to slash SIS0.000 off of the 

requested allocation for intorcollcuiatc alhletics from student 
activities funds was answered Wednesday by Athletic Director Vaugim 
Manclia. "If the students will not support us, we will have to 
consider placing you (students) in the same status as faculty and 
staff," he said. 

PresLhil>. (acuity are aJJowed to purchase $30 season footbaJI 
tickets tor S20. Mancha's answer is the threat that students will be 
assessed a similar charge unless intercollegiate athletics receives its 
requested 5250,000. 

The controversy over the athletics allocations has been an intense 
center of debate in Student Senate for weeks now. Out of it has 
cnieriiod a disturbing point. It is nut at all clear why intercollegiate 
athletics needs, as it claims, a 525,000 increase over last year's 
S22S,000 allocation. 

Equally unclear is why Senate deerTis such a drastic cut necessary. 
Neither side's reasoning has been adequately expressed. 

Student Senators, »*o pushed the low a]^opriatton, cite a basic 
lack of demonstrated need for athletic funds this year because of an 
existing reserve fund of S400,000. They also cite lack of cooperation 
by the Athletic Board. Several daim that the board's actions toward 
them have been arbitrary and unnecessarily secretive. 

The Athletic Board claims that increased expenses make an 
increased allocation necessary ewn just to imintain the present 
program. 

Neither set of ajguments seem to sufifke when 5150,000 of 
"tight" state funds is at stake or the possibility of students being 

"•equired to pay admission to home athletic events exists. 

The Flambeau challenges Student Senate to show cause - m dollars 
and cents - why intercollegiate athletics shouldn't be allocated the 
requested sum. 

The Flambeau challenges Athletic Director Mancha and Athletic 
Board Chairman Robert Ernest to show cause - in dollare and cents - 
why athletics should receive the increased amount 

The paper will provide space lor the evidence. It awaits Senate and 
Mancha and Ernest's response.

get busted next year, and the year 
after than, and on and on until the 
uae pot is made legal. 

Play Iheir game until you arc 
strong enough to rlunge the rules 
(by changing the laws).

Ihroughoul his college career. Madsen has shown himself to be a man of 
iucrsi- talents. He distmguislied himself m college by lettering in wrestling and 
lootball, by receiving many debate and forensic awards, and by his active 
participation in band, as well as many other activities. 

Before coming to FSU in 1%7, Madsm wit a mnaidi anistant professor in 
(he department of psychology, and an assistant pnrf'essor in the department ot 
special education at the Univeniity of Illinois.

Ui. Clifford K. MadM:n, an as-sislanl professor of music at 1 SU, proves 
himself to be as interesting a personage as his brother. Dr. Madsen received his 
AS from the College of bAstem Utah, where he was awarded a Gold Medal as 
ihe Most Outstanding Graduate: his BA from Brigham Young Unhrersity, where 
he also graduated with h^cst honors; his MA from Bndiam Young 
l.'niversity; and his PhD from FSU.

Final action on the student 
activities budget is expected this 
week at the regular letaoa 
Wednesday tftenoon. Budget toiab 
must be ootAned on 11 bii4gBts 
before it goes fa totd to Iterideat 
Brown and later to President MaiAal . 
who possesses an item veto. 

Ouruif; Sunday night's special 
session, the t'iith dealing with the 
budget, the Ust of organizations 
receiving favorable consideration was 
greatly expanded. The oflice of the 
uahrenity chylam. ttaeater dance, 
woweu's ^ee cMi, cmipiit bust 
wome&'s tntBDnmals, tatpon dub 
and student depositoiy lA noemd 
the appropriation recommended by 
the financ-c committee. 

•Several groups received substantial 
increases over and above committee 
requests. Judo Gub had requested 
$12,439 but the finance committee 
this to $5,000. The 
part oftheieqMSt 
wttiog on a figure of S9,000. 
Wrestling Club, Student Government 
and AWS also had their budgets 
nised a total of S3,830. 

The only substantial decrease 
chopped the golf course request from 
SS.OOO to SO. Sentiment seemed to 
be that the opentian costs of the 
onne nm not flw 
ofttesMentiL 
The iHneit bndget yet apfiawd, 
$225,000, was made tot 
Uaion complex tmi 
activities during the comiag year. The 
Union Board had requested $26832S 
but this was reduced by committee 
to $195,000 The original budget did 
not include proposed improvements 
and repairs to the Reservation or 
subsidy to tlie spotlight series, which 
totaled an additional $30,000. 

Budgets considered to this point 
exceed the oiiginal 'committee 
allocation lecommendatioiis by 
approximately S40.000. This must be 
reduced in anticipation that flie 
athletic budget win be increased from 
the present $100,000 level. Activities 
expected to be cut from their

A subtly different version was aired by Bert Taylor, a student who was 
standing near Sanford at the time of the arrest I he campus cops came and 
Stood around for about 15 minules Mhile we were involved in the discussion," 
♦ic said. "Tlien one of the cops came up to us and asked Phil to move on - 
staling a stalute number. Phil jsked him to explain the sUtute, but all he did 
was to state the number of the Uw that Phil was violatii«, not what it meant 
"FuiaUy, he [the officer) told Pha to come witii him and they toiA PhS 
away. 

"At no time did 1 hear the charge," ctmduded Taylor. "I was stmdii« 
beside Sanford during the entire inddoit" 

RECRUITER'S VIEW 

Some question arose as to whom Sanford and his discussion group were 
disrupting. Although they were in front of the Army recruiting table and talking 
about Vietnam, M/Sgt C.R. Doherty said after the anest, "We were not 
directly bothered by the students. They did not hinder our Recruiti^.. and did 
not make any pcjioajl attacks t^oa mrtdt m ms of tte i 
the arcade." 

After the arrest, more students gathend ia the acadB, and Jack , -n rr.i—n.

Beauty Captured in Visual Images

I have been accused in recent 
WL'i'ks of never liking any film. I 
iMList priitfst (Tion-violcntly. of 
course, with proper homage to the 
9H piT cent). Thif it not true. That 
I did not like such misbegotten 
fihiib as "Where Eagles Dare" and 
"The Ramrodder" is definite. 
However. I think that the people 
complaining the kwdett aboat the 
hypercritical nature of my columns 
outht to L'o back and reread sonic of 
this quarter's comments. Read my 
columns about "Hell m the Pacific. 
•The Subject Was Roses," "The 
Prime of Miss Jean Brodie," "La 
PrisonnieK," et aL Though each of 
these fibns nuQr or may not have its 
flaws, bukdiy I tfioui^ viewing 
each was a w u tHm^ifl e dnenurtic 
experience. 

After this long preface, have it 
clearly understood: I like "Romeo 
and Juliet." which plays currently at 
llic I iorida I lieatre on North 
Monroe. It's an excellent fUm and 
I included it on my "10 Best" list 
of films released dutng 1%8 
|l tambeau, April 10. 1969|. 

Shakespearean purists may well 
ol^ct to this venion of the Bard's 
classis story of star-crossed loven. 
The emphasis is not upon tfie 
euphony of the verbal poetry but 
upon the rich, flowing visual images. 
1 he I li/alvt(ian drama and the 
ionieiiiporar> ciiHma arc different 
ariislu media Shakespeare wrote 
"Romeo and Juliet" for his 
medium. Yuung Italian director 
Franco Zeffirelli has tnmaiaied 
Shakespeare's story into a 
contempomy nwtfium. Le. Ae fiba. 

B^OR turning to films, ZeRbefli 
wasprominent as a director of opera. 
This training shows in his films. His 
firsl directorial assignment with j 
major feature film wiis '.Mih the 



Burton-Taylor version of "The 
Taming of the Shrew." a very fine 
fflm «iiich was sadly underrated. 

MOST BEAUTIFUL 

Aided by costume designer 
Danilo Donati and cinernatographer 
Pasqualino De Santis (both of whom 
won Oscars for their work) and 
composer Nino Rota, ZefTireUi has 
created in "Rmneo and Juliet" one 
of the moA beautiful motion 
pictures since Bo WiderbNg's "Elvira 
Madigan." De Santis* camera work is 
especially stunning. He has created 
carefully composed and 
photographic shots which give the 
whole production the fascinating 
aura of being an animated 
Renaissance painting, with some of 
the richest reds that I have seen in 
recent films. 

But ZefOrelii's "Romeo and 
Juliet" is more than a aim|rfe 
retelling with pretty pictures of 
Shakespeare's story. Zeffirelli seems 
to have had an eye constantly on 
contemporary youth and their 
problems uhen he translated 
Shakespeare's work to the screen. 
This ccntcmporaneity of theme 
could be a tribute to the 
univenality of Shakespeare's play, 
or it could be a commentary on the 
persistence of the antMieais posed 
by youth in the eternal generation 
gap 

"Koiiieo and Julicl" is. in many 
wa>s. related to Mike Nichol's "The 
(Iraduale." Just as both Benjamin 
and blaine in the latter film must 
make a commitment to sr.metlimg 
before their lives can achieve any 
seme of direction or fulfillment, to 
Romeo and Juliet likewise must 
choose to continue the traditional 
and senseless enmity of their

The 
pcrform.ances which he coa.\es from 
his excellent cast, and especially 
from principals Olivia Hussey and 
Leonard Whiting, are consistently 
superior. Miss Hu»y, IS, and 
Whitaig, 17, are Qte youngest acton 
to piay the roles of Romeo and 
JuUet in a nugor piadnctioa. What 
tttey lack in vocal potiA, they 
mostly more than make up for in 
the real impetuosity of youth which 
they reveal. Though they arc not up 
to tlie emotional rigors of the final 
death scene, the famous balcony 
scene is no dry exercise in language. 
It is, instead, a forward rush into 
first love. Zeffirelli and Miss Hussey 
and Whiting capture in this scene 
the elan vitale «4iich is die esaenoe 
of youflL

from an excellent supportuig cast 
Mile 0*Shea (whom you may have 
seen as the organ-playing mad 
scientist in "Barbarella" or as 
Leopold Bloom in "Ulysses") plays 
I riar Laurence as a kindly old man 
who, though he tries to help, 
ultimately precipitates the tragic 
ending.

The Disruption' 

Ttesd^s diBiqrtkia in die Unon arcade has turned out to be 

costly. Things didn't end with the arrest of SDS member PhiJ Sanford. 
Yeaterday, three other persons. Jack Lieberman, Richard Johnson, and 
Sana Ikawmll , were arrested and Sanfnd was arrested for the second 
ti^. Tn addition, three students, Lieberman, John Mj|dsen and Robert 
MMrak, were suspended from the university. 

The tbiee who were suspended were on administrative probation and 
bad been warned that any further vidation of university r^^lations 
UDold lesidt IB expufaioa. bi the eyes of John Arnold, Vice President 
for Stude nt ASaiis, the "disruption" was such a violation. 

A questioB in this comer is who was «:tuaUy disrupted - disrupted 
in ao aeriom a manner as to necessitate punitive measures. 

Acting President Stanley Marshall claims to have seen Sanford 
>^cddng disniptiwly ' and interferring with the Army recruiter whose 
taUe was set op in the arcade." Snce this is a violation of Florida 
Statues, Marshall said, "I ordered that he be arrested." 

M/Sgt. CJL Doberty, who was manning the table, disagreed with 
MarrittD's mterpretation ot the situation, "ffe were not directly 
bothered by the students," he said. "They hinder our recruiting 

and did not make any personal attacks upon myself or any of the other 
nditaiy men io the arcade." 

So there is a significant difference of opinion as to v^ether there 
was a disruption - at least a disruption of army recruiting. 

H has been dargedlhat Sanford drew a crowd wad initiated loud 
shouting. This was the "disruption." Well other groups have drawn 
crowds and initiated shouting in the arcade, includmg CIA, the students 
for CoOins movoneih, and "The Stent M^mity." 

Some have charged that Sanford's use of profanity was the 
disruption. It is a fact that the formal charges against Lieberman and 
Jirfunon weie the use of obscene and indecent language and of 
profanity. Butjprofanity.waShurled fron^both sides of the argument that 
had developed in the arcade. One "anti-SDS" student was as loud, as 
vehement, at v«)gv in Uc bapage at loyone dte; Sanford tndnded.* 
Yet he was not arrested. 

The formal charge against Sanford was trespassing, since he is no 
longer a student at FSU and creating a disruption. Why wasn't effort 
made to determine if there were other trespassers'' Ttic administrator, 
pidiceman. or anyone is rare, indeed, who can distinguish students from 
non-students just by looking at faces. 

Why werai't Lieberman and Johnson arrested on the spot with 
Sanford for "creating a disruption?" Why weren't other equally vocal 
students also arrested? 

After tempers had cooled and the crowd had thinned, someone 
ariwd the question: "Where the hell can we talk on this campus?" He 
was reforing to the &ct that Saafwd had been verbally expresang his 
«|ipo8ition to army recruiting, among other things. And in the eyei of 
tone administrations, this constituted a disturbance. 

Tbe stadent's point is well-taken. Where the hell can we talk on this 
e? It's the same iane at stake, freedom of tpeech , you

Blacks Better in Baseball 



By JOi: KROVISKI 
PITTSBURGH (AP) - A study 
tentatively diows bbdcs have a 
tougher time faieaking into m^ot 
league baseball tiian «4utes even 
though blacks have better over-all 
hitl|kig and fielding averages in the 
big leagues. 

1 he study also reports that few 
black Americans and virtually no 
black Latin Americans are paid a 
bonus in excess of 120,000 for 
signing their fhst contract 

But there is little salary (ttfTerence 
between baaebaO's blade and white 
superstars - people ISce Willie Mays, 
Bob Gibson, Denny McLain. Roberto 
Clemente, Jim Bumiing. Ernie Banks 
and Roger Maris - the 1968 study 
shows. 

"But I'd be careful not to hang 
ba.scball," said Dr. Leonard Rapping, 
and c^ononiij!, professor at 
Carnegie-Mellon university. "I think 
the improvement has been 
tremendous." 

liapping and Anthony Pascal, 
research director oi urban studies for 
the Rand Corp in Sania .Monica, 
Calif . made the study to see if there 
is any truth in the common belief 
that there is no salary discrimination 
in athleUcs. The study, not yet 
completed, caaceatnrted on 
basebalL 

Another goal was to determine if 
there were any discrimination in 
salary once a bbck ballplayer reached 
the major leagues and became a 

superstar. 



"There is nothing to support this 
pofflt," siad Rappmg. "Black and 
white superstars are paid 
commensurate with theu ability " 

The salary study included data 
reported by newspapers on 14 
pitchers and 29 nonpilchcrs in the 
superstar catcporv, mostly from the 
San I raneisco Giants. St. Louis 
Cardinals. .\ew ^'ork Yankees and 
Pittsburgh Pirates. The batting and 
fielding averages included the 784 
players in the majors in 1968. 

Superstar pitchers, said Rapping, 
received a mean 1968 salary of 
SSi,400, whSe nonpitchers were paid 
an average of ^4S.40n the mean 
salary for all baseball players was 
$22,000, he said. 

Rapping also said thai hla.k 
baseball players are caJled .u; lor 
fewer speaking engagements during 
the off-season than whiles, that they 
get fewer chances to endorse 
products and there are few blacks 
who are coacher, mangers or 
executives in baseball. 

There are more black players in 
the National League than in the 
American League, but Rapping noted 
"they're coming together." 

Twenty-seven per cent of the 
players are black in the National 
League whie 18 per cent «e Mack in 
the American League. In the National 
League, Atlanu has the highest 
percentage of blacks, 37 per cent, 
and Chicago the lowest, 14 per cent, 
while in the .American League 
Minnesota has the highest, 26 per

Marshall staled, in regard to the

and flK faculty is incomplete.

The demands were for the 

university to "cease and desist

The demands were pteseated to 
ManhaU by a delation of studmts 
foBowfaiB a tdly of apptoxiinately 
400 students on Landts Green early 
in the afternoon.

After considerable delay, the 
student delegation was admitted to 
the fourth floor oi the infirmary, 
where Marshall's ofTice is now 
located.

f rank Schrama was aquitted by 
the I SU Honor Court Tuesday of 
charges that stemmed from an 
incident at the Arthur Goldberg 
speech last January 15. Schrama tried 
to carry a placard into Westcott. 
where Goidbeig was to speak, and 
was arrested. 

He was chai^ widi dSsotderly 
conduct, disruption of an aMmUy, 
and opposfaig an oflker in die 
execution of his legal duty. Scditama 
was told not to enter with the 
placard and was arrested by Campus 
Socunty (Jfficer MoGaurvy when he 
did so anyway. 

Wayne Rich sc-ned as prosecutor 
for the universit) and Ken Davis was 
Schrama's defense counselor. Ben 
Wilkinson was the chief justice. 
Schrama requested a jury trial and 
received it although only five ladies 
qualified out of 20 mstcad of the 
usual six. The ttal could have been 
called off becaure of this but was not 
because the cne had been peading w 
long. 

Prosecution struck two jurors 
because they knew Schrama, and the 
defense struck two because they had 
signed the "9K per cent" petition. 
The reason the court granted this 
motion was because signing this 
petition is an overt act showing bias 
on he part of the prospective juror. 

Schrama was orderly in his 
confrontation with the 
adminKtration in an ^ort to 
didlraige the constitutionality of the 
university policy against placards 
being carried into 
above a certain size. 



It was also brongfit out that at no 

time did he disturb the assembly. 
Ken Davis said that since a campus 
security officer cannot enforce the 
university regulations with the power 
to arrest, he had no legal duty to stop 
Schrama in his capacity as a 
Tallahassee Policeman or County 
Sheiift fiom wiiich he derives his 
anthoiity of arrest 

The jury deliberated about m hour 
and setaraed with an uaaBBaaas 
aquittal of the diaiges. Ken Daris 
said, "The significance of this is that 
it shows that the Honor Court can 
work, and afford justice for all."

.Methods Questioned 

Aside from the issue of whether or not a "disruption" worthy of civfl 
action occurred in the Union arcade Tuesday is the extraordinary 
^ manner in which FSU students were arrested and suspended. 

Several questions as to the handling of the arrests have arisen. Why 

was Phi] Sanford arrested Tuesday in the arcade on two charges, 
released on bail, then rearrested Wednesday night on three additional 
diar^ stemnnng from tfie same incident? Why weren't Jack 
Lteberman and Richard Johnson arrested with Sanford Tuesday or at 
least shortly after Sanford was arrested? They weren't arrested until 
Wednesday aiteraooa, over 24 hours after the alleged "disruption." 
Lieberman and Johnson - and Sanford. the second time were 
charged with the use of obscene and indecent language. Why weren't 
other persons who were hurling pmfatdty as loudly and as furiously as 
anyone else also arrested? 

The manner in which Lieberman, Jon Madsen and Robert Modrak 
were suspended is also highly questionable in fact, highly illegal. As 
FSU Attorney General George Waas pointed out. the suspensions were 
in direct violation of university regulations as outlined in the Pow Wbw, 
administrative bulletin. 

Students are guaranteed fwe rights, if-you-piease. before "sanctions 
as serious as expulsion, dismissal or suspension ' can be imposed upon 
them [p. 115 of the Pow Wow] . Students must have: been notified in 
writing of the charges against them and of the nature and procedures of 
the committee or court before which they are to appear; had an 
opportunity to appear before the ("esignated committee, court or 
administrative official; been informed of the evidence against them, and 
had an opportunity to refute the evidence and present evidence and/or 
witnesses on their behalf ; been informed of their right of appeal; and, 
been informed of their riglit to counsel. 

Lieberman. Madsen and Modrak were not afforded the full force of 
these rights. They were not informed of the evidence against them nor 
given the opportunity to refute the evidence and present a case of their 
own. It is doubtful that they were given the opportunity to appear 
before the designated source of their suspension It is also doubtful that 
they were afforded the other nghts guaranteed by the Pow Wow. 

Acting President Stanley Marshall, m a statement to students 
gathered in front of the Health Center yesterday, promised to issue 
another statement documenting the arrests and suspensions. The 
statement is being anxiously awaited by many members of the 
university community who fed that Ote acting presidait has a lot of 
explaining to do.

Late yesterday I learned that acting I>re»leiit UantuU and Vice President 
Arnold had summarily suspended thiee students Crom the university. Thca 
rationale was that these students were on administrative probation . had violated it 
and therefore, two weeks before exams, were dismissed from schoot The students 
were dismissed for activities which had taken plate over 24 hours prior to the 
dismissal and there is no showing of any cmergene> or possibility ol violence or 
disruption. 

By their actions, the acting president and mcc president tor student affairs have 
dwcgarded the estabhshed procedures provided b> the university and the Board 
of Regents to assure students of due process of law. They have disregarded the 
university procedures as stated in the "Pow Wow." They have disregarded the 
SieL P'°fedure esubUshcd under Rule 7.2 (E) of the BOR Operating 

raere is no justification for the action here taken bs the university 
admmutiation. There is no impossibility or even unreasonable difficulty in 
accordmg these students a hearing prior to suspension 

The administration must follow Rule 7.2 (E) of the Board of Regents Policy 
Opeiatmg Manual. This eonlro>ersiai rule was amended and adopted, against the 
recommendations of the ( ouncil of Student Body Presidents, by the BOR and the 
State Board of I ducation lappealed to by the State Council) last falL These 
dismissals, and the procedures followed, demonitnite that the fears of the State 
unci v^erc- lustified. Acting Preslden. -larshaH and Vice President Arnold did 
not foUow the rule laid down by the BOR and Board of Education. The rule 
^ecificaUy states ttiat studentt doU have notice of the charges and a hearing 
before any disciphnaiy It further provides that "any student failing to 

abj* by tte cease and desist order shaU be aibject to suspension pending a 
BMlli*. The reason for a summary procedure was explained to the BOR and 
. . " "«**»»^ ™ "^^s^* °f emergency, where violence or disruption was 
a clear and present danger. This was not tme in this situation nor was ttiereany 
laUing to abide by a cease and desist order. The rule was not followed 

Even if 7 2 (1.) could be stretched to cover the action here taken by the 
".versity the suspension can only be pending a hearing. The hearinx is stiU

Packard Defends Position

Having been called ipimiit and 
cloudy of realities, I feel constnined 
to defend myself Mr. Braden says of 
himself, "As a student who has taken 
the time and trouble to find out what 
the "Sileat M^od^" is aU about, it 
to M ttat to let wdi

a mnte." He naket Urn ■mranaated 
assumption that I have not 
conducted by own i ny e i tigalioii into 
the "Silent Majority," but rather 
have jusi spouted off the top of my 
head. Mr Braden should have 
consulted mc before making that 
assumption, because I could have 
told him that I hawe indeed looked 
into fte "Skat M^arity" 
movemrat, and after mgIi 
investigation, came up with the 
questions and pfoUems I slated in 
my previous letter. 

He sccm^ to assume that anyone 
who makes an mquir> into the 
"Silent Majoritv ' will autoi-natically 
conclude in favor of the movement 
I his. too. IS an unwarranted 
assumption, as evidenced by a 
number of students who hawe 
approached me and voiced their own 
doubts about the mowanent, aad by 
letten in the F la mb eau , most notably 
the letter of F. ShUds naianiis, 
which I recommend that Mt. Biadep 
read. I recommend that he also read 
the I lambcau editorial of May 1 2 

He then attacks mv throe points 
first. he .h.irfvs Mi! -Xny 
dichotomy that exists does so in the 
mind of Karen Packard. There is no 
occadon to "take sides" with the 
exceptioa of tte folowing: (a) Do 
you advocate "change" thraugh due 
process, or: (b) Do yoa advoc^ 
"chan^" through destructive or 
disruptive tactics? 

I'irst ol all. by whose de fl pitioB do 
you, Mr Braden. perceive due 
process - J. Stanley Marshall's? John 
K. Arnold's? Robert Mautz's? Is 
there a truly objective standard of 
due process? Review Supreme Court 
decisions of the last few years 
regarding due praoess aad it wfll be 
found that even (be jadiciai QPStem 
of die United States is mcertatn 
what due process consists in. So 
much for definitions. 

The dichotomy to which I referred 
is ably, though unconsciously, 
pointed up by Mi Braden, when he 



cab OK ignorant, "cloudy as to tte 
leaiHjr of the situation", and assumes 
that I advocate violence - "To assert 
that any changes relevant to the 
needs of college students can be 
facilitated through violence , to me, is 
erroneous." I am not of the "Silent 
Maioiity," I ciiticiM them. thenAin 
I am one of flia nqrtliical 2 pet ctKt 
Mai a d v o cate violenoe. ThJt 
d em oHm tea the "sHth-ua^pagainst 
-us" apirit to whidi I referred in my 
previous ktter. The "Silent Majority" 
holds the good, the mythical 2 per 
cent holds all evil, and there is no 
middle ground - this is the impression 
being conveyed. 

The issue is much nwKe complex 
than this, and no side - and I believe 
that there are men than two facets 
to die proUem - is In pmstiitinn of 
abaoiute tiudi or absolute eiior. 
Leon Camovsky , writing in the 
January. 19S0, Library Quarterly, 
said: 'The truth or wisdom of any 
issue, like the nature of the good and 
the beautiful, is never discerned by 
taking a vote; majorities as such have 
force on their side but little else. To 
afenoe a dissident is to solidify a 
poation ud thus to make lets likely 
the pomOmy of chaise." By tte 
same token, to try to absorb sB 
poasMe di s si d e n t s into one 
amorphous mass is also "to soli<fify a 
position and thus to make less Ukety 
the possibilit\ of'chanpe" 

Mr Hraden then states that I 
mentioned misleading labels but did 
not denote any. He should reread by 
letter more carefully, for he will find 
that the misleading labels to which I 
tefened were the words "Silent 
l^iority." Then he teUs me that the 
poalets. et al.«"cladly the objediiraa 
or the "Silent Maiofity.'* Al I haw 
seen are vague statements irgatdiiig 
such glittering generalities as 
"proportional representation" and 
"peaceful change" They sound good, 
but what do they really mean? 1 have 
not seen a spccifii , concrete goal, nor 
have I seen a specific, concrete 
statement of what constitutes 
peaceful change in the view of the 
movement I hear talk of "going 
through channels" and "due 
process", but this b not specific 
enough for my satisfaction.

I do agree with Mr. Braden on one 
point - "Wanton ignorance . . . would 
seem to be much more vulgar and 
open to criticism than more posters 
than [l| feel appropriate." But I do 
not like to have haphazard charges of 
ignorance thrown at me when 1 am 
sttfigg my consi d eaBd ophdaa oa a 
very real piofetom, ho^ng to find 
some leaofetion of the problem, and 
hoping to slfmnlatfi action on tbe 
part of flie "Sflent MtQority" to 
clarify its goals and show me just 
what direction it is headed so that I 
might make a Tinal judgment on what 
it might have to offer me. 1 have, 
since writing my letter, continued to 
investigate the "Silent M^ority," to 
read the letters in tbt Flambeau, to 
discuss matters with the students 
who man the petition tables and with 
other students in geaeniL I am stS 
not satined.

Jim Tait. chief justice of the 
student supreme court, issued an 
order Thursday night suspending the 
proceedings uf all siudent courts, 
including the Supreme C ourt, Honor 
Court, and ai; dormitor)- courts and 
house councils. The atrtion came in 
the wake of suspenaons of three 
^dents eadier in the week by the 
uHiversity administration 
suspensions which Tait felt ueru 
initiated through unconstitutiunai 
means. 

In ordering a shut-down of the 
student judicial system. Tait noted 
that hLs mandate did not mean that 
Unive'sity rules uid itgulations were 
not stiU in force. 

"It means," he said. **fliat the 
adiiini^tr.iti.vi jv now the only 



judicial power on campus. 

■ The \ice Proident for Student 
.Affairs John .Arnold with full 
knowledge and consent of the acting 
president, has dist^ded the Honor 
Court's jurisdiction over Oe sentence 
of probation unpoaed on Jon D. 
Ma«ten," Tait ex|dained. 

Tait alleges that the probation 
mipused upon Madsen was an Honor 
C ourt probation, and that Ix-cause of 
this. an\ suspension of Madsen 
should have been handled through 
tile Honor Court. The action of Vice 
President Arnold was taken without 
consultation with the court, thus 
bringing into question the authority 
of the court and the status of 
student's lights on campus. 



Lieberman, and Robert Modrak -

CIA Breaks With CARE; 
Cites SDS Take-over 



In a statement to the flambeau 
^nday. The Committee fw 
Immediate Action (CIA) 
disassociated itself as a group "wifli 
the attempts trfSDSto sibvert the 
(Hjginal isMie of lefmssion into an 
ideological aigument" 

"(CIA) fuDy supports the 
movement which was begun by the 
Committee Against Repression 
(CARl ) on Thursday in response to 
the recent arbitrary anests of SDS 
members. " the statement said. 
"...We wish very strongly to reveal to 
the unhrersity community the 
reiweMion being carried out by the 
administration and the Board of 
RegenU in this state. And we hope 
this moveinent gains enough faculty 
and .student .support to make possible 
.1 jplan of action which would 
-.instate those suspended and 
irrcsted students, and which would 
put an end to ail further repression 
on this campus. 

"However, after Saturday's rally 
in Moore Auditorium we became 
aware that SDS was less concerned 
«ith gaining broad support for 
lurther action than with using 



(today's 'teach-in*) as an 
opportunity to fence a poaaMe 
piematuie confomtation and to 
indoctrinate people to its political 
ideology." 

During the rally, SDS members 
urged that the request for permission 
to use Landis (.recn for the 
"teach in" be withdrawn and that 
the green be used illegally. SDS also 
announced plans to hold a 
"Ubeiation School" befoie md tfter 
the "teach-In." 

"We think SDS has every right to 
carry on its educational activities, 
and uc deplore the police-state 
tactiis being used against indivichials 
in SDS for political reasons," CIA 
continued in the statement. 
•'However, we do not think that 
(today) B the time for SDS to hold 
its educational workdiops... This wiU 
only encourage the administration 
and press to claim that this broad 
group supporting the 'tcacli-in' rally 
is sponsored and controlled b> SDS. 

"We uill Lontinue to work lor the 
original (bur demands which were 
presented by CARE," the statement 
concluded. 



Dean of Men Herb Remhaid,

defend freedom to debate, to 
advocate and dissent, on all manner 
. of issues in all areas of human 
mdeavor." 

DiSRUrnON INDEFENSIBLE 

"It is for this reason hat the use of 
disruptive tactics and serious 
breaches of laws and regulations on 
the university campus are 
indefensible." he said. "Such actions 
violate the very essence of the 
academic spirit and, for this reason, 
they must be met witii the fid 
application of academic discq>line 
and, where necessary, law." 

Marshall cited recent events on 
campus as "a disregard for both the 
regulations of the university and the 
laws of the state. Those who were 
arrested and suspended were 
responsible for actions that 
threatened he fieedom and security 
of the university in the most direct 
way," he commented, "and 1 would 
have been derelict in carrying out my 
responsibilities as the university's 
actii% president if I had not taken 
action to deter them. 

"It should be noted that there is 
an important distinction between the 
riglit (j| free speech and the use of 
speech to abuse and threaten," he 
coiniMcnted. ".. ( iti/cnv do not have 
the right to the same unrestricted 
speech and assembly when the public 
welfare is threatened as they do in 
periods of traiquflity.'*

Savlov for public 
obscenity, and Strecher for 
obstruction of an ofTicer in the tee 
of duty. Each of the* bonds were set 
at SIOO. Miss Reiss' total bail for 
obstructing an officer of the law and 
public pri)fanil> was SUHi 

All o( the bonds were made cash 
bonds, not to be handled bs j 
bondsman Mrs. Conncy Sanford was 
also served a warrant earlier for 
obttructing justice on the night of 
Sanford's second arrest faHt taeefc. 

Sanford was not sentenced in 
court following the jury's verdict and 
has set lo face five other charges, 
four of which arc connected with his 
arrest loi irespavsini: in Ihc In ion 
arcade last Tuesday During the 
l>erK>d that the court was adjourned 
Sanford was reportedly chaqed for 
pubbc profanity wWk taking to 
oflOcen Gene GejgH and Larry 
CampbeS. 

During the trial itself Sanford was 
not represented h\ an attorney. The

Sanford said that the crowd i.-u 
orderly until the shcrifPs deputies 
came into ihem with tu>oncts.

He then said (hat he ms 
grabbed from behind and dragged 
throngh police hnes. "I did aot m 
who was taking me and 1 was not 
told anything until I was across the 
police lines.

Arrcstinj; officei (tern iici?^ 
affirmed thai neilhei he 
Campbell told Sanford he uas undei 
arrest while they were taking him to 
the police wagon. Geigei, while 
demoodzating how he and Campbell 
had made the anest, reported that 
Sanford had used obscene languid 
when he was returning lo the witness 
stand.

Nixon Follows His Philosophy

WASHINGTON (CPS) - When 
Richard Nixon was campaigning for 
the Presidency, and later was elected, 
a wave of repression was predicted to 
befall tiie academic and liberal-left 
comnmi^. In ito fint Inndied dqn, 
the new a<lmiiii i t i ati oB has man ag wd, 
if not to fiiUm Oat pimfictkm, at 
least to Aow «teae its qrmpaifaies 
Ue. 

W hile President Nixon has directly 
involved himself only a few times, his 
lackeys and underlings persist in 
carrying out policies that fit his 
philosophy. 

One of the most dangerous 
manifestations of Nixon's Oppiesaed 
Society is idie hKhctmeat agahwt 
anti-war demoBStcatocs <liifiwg Ae 
Chicago Convention. For Hnt first 
time, federal anti-riot laws were 
invoked to harass, prosecute and 
possibly imprison eight so-called 
leados of the protest 

The Justice Department, which 
prepared the indictments, has also 
been keeping a watchful eye on 
campus uptiiingf to see if anyone can 
be pinned for croaing state tines to 
foment the "riots." Deputy 
Attorney General Richard 
Kleindeinst has been quoted as saying 
demonstrators should be rounded up 
and put in detention campus, reviving 
black fears of concentration campus 
made possible under the old 
McCarran Act. 

Attorney General John Michell has 
also ^tolDeii out on uppity student 
lebeb, nying he was confident the 
imr conid be brought to bear «giinrt 
"leaders" and "agitators'* in i^oups. 
off-campus and on. A student at 
George Washington University, just 
up Pennsylvania Avenue from J. 
Edgar Hoover's fortress, last week 
disclosed that he had infiltrated the 
campus SDS chapter and repofted on 
die levolt there. 

SAME ROTC 

The Defense Department has not 

been left out of the action. It 

announced last week that only minor 
technical changes will be made in the 
campus Resci-ve Officer Training 
Corps (ROTC) program, even though 
on-campiiS opposition has mounted 
this year. Defense is also uptight 
about ant<-war dissent within the 
armed forces, and continues to push 
prosecution '/f dissidents in tiie 
military 's kargaroo courts. 
Concbiumg the draft, Nixon nas 
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appointed a 15-member commission 
to develop a comprehensive plan fw 
eliminating conscription by moving 
toward an aD-volunteer army - one 
at Ut campaign ptoauMa. Hie 
Vteddent eikpccti a nport by tuify 
November* 

Mxon has dedmed to puUidy 
throw hb support to lowering tlie 
voting age to 18. His promise of a 
"new road" for young people in the 
"Great Generation" (part of his 
campaign rhetoric), has turned out to 
be paved, as predicted, in B.S. 

LAW N ORDER 

Nixon has carried his law 'n order 
campaign to the campus, condemning 
violence and pledging enforcement of 
the vague, unfair and capricious 
"anti-riot" amendments to federal 
financial aid legidation laws the 
Johnson administration 
understandably ignored. 

He has said he thinks disc^>linB of 
studeo* ptoteKen Aoald be left hi 
the hand* of campns adnumstnton. 
He hat spoken strongly to encourage 
coU^ ofHcials to act against 
disruptive demonstrators, praising 
(and misinterpreting) the "15-minute 
rule" of Notre Dame's I ather 
Theodore Hesburgh. 

On the hundredth day of his 
administration, Nixon dropped by 
the annual convention of the VS. 
Chambers of Commerce to warn the 
cotisfrvativc bushmmmen oi the 
" lew revohitioaary spirit wd action" 
among cttBgt and ichool 
students. 

He defended students' right to 
have "a place" in college affairs, but 
said "under no circumstances should 
they be given complete control "

On the March 

Will a march on the Capitol play into the haiwb ot acting Rresident 
Marshal! and adversely affect thegoals of CARE? 

Til is was the question asked yesterday whea a statement was 
released urging students NOT to march on the Capitol. It is the opinion 
of the Flambeau that the advice offered by the Student Senate Steering 
CcMnnittee an>ears to be sound. 

We say this for several reasons. First of all, it is doubtful that a 
march today could get more than one or two hundred suf^rters, a 
humiliating small number. This number couldn't be s^nifiCMitly 
increased today, even with student government support. 

Secondly, aMiough there are a few dominant issues involved in the 
CARE movement, a general lack of organization has resulted in the 
issues becoming too numerous and too diverse to be easJy represented. 

Thinffly, oiganizatk»al deficiencies could turn a weD-intentioned 
march into a major issue for the "forces of repression." An unorganized 
crowd of students might discover that theycouidnotcontrol the actions 
erf individuals within the group, actions which coidd destroy the 
non-violent and legitimate image of the group. 

The idea of a march is basically sound, but the effect of a march will 
depend on planning and organization. An orderly march of 2j000 
students with a list of rational demands enjoying mass support from the 
university community, could be quite effective. An unorganized march 
which ended in a shouting match, mests and dispersal by thepoiice. 
would be ineffective. 

The most important goals for CARE now sJiould be organization, 
consensus and the mobilization of mass support. 

CARE should follow the example of last spring's Grassroots 
Movement and decide upon a list of issues and demands which are 
supported by a majority of the participants of the CARE movement. It 
should seek to organize itself to insure unified actionnd end the 
confimon and mtemal fights which have plagued its effectiveness, it 
should begin a rational campaign to solicit further support from 
members of the university community. Then, and only then, wffl actioas 
such as a mardi on the Capitol be effecthre. 

Then, and only then, can it be sure that iU actions are latkmal, wcfl 
planned, and will not play into the hands of its opponents.

The first part of the following statement expresses some of my personal observations on freedom in tk 
univBrrity.

Several weeks ago I expressed my view that a university more than anythii^ ebe is a cfimatc m whidi 
people pursue ideas. It is a setting for experimentation in which reaao^aad logic pccvai over emotional and 
bias. I said that in any unhpcrsity worthy of the name there mint be fteatiom to teach and to speak and to 
engage in public dialogue withidii fear of what others will say or tkini^ The key word throughout i5 
freedom. It is this whKh really sets the university apart from other aseadeUTilOGiety not freedom m the 
exerdae of peiaonai Mierties to go beyond thoK of other cttizcm. bM fteedoro in the pursuil of knowlc dgt 
and truth. 

Ail members of the academic community share m liie task of he^M^ those outside the acadnaic 
community to understand somethmg of the value system of the university. The university picsidcnt mul 
play a leading role in this. He must protect and defend the faculty from attack by those whd. for ont 
reason or another, would weaken the university. The president must also, in the company of faculty and 
studenu, be alert to prevent damage ham wMia. He must aauae the heaviest responibility to detei 
members of ilic academic community froM acts which amid i U fftw anlh the university's prinsy 
functions of education and research.

In tmies of tension, 
unfounded charges may be made and d^^^emmatcd b> wcll-meanmg people Those 
who are com.mitted to freedom and to the university 's uelfare are obligiged either 
to substantiate such charges and then to see that they are investigated, or to dispel 
them.

ACLU Dismayed at FSU Admin. 



American Civil Liberties Unioa 
chapter in Tallahassee rdeased a 
statement yesterday saying they were 
"dismayed and concerned" over the 
recent actions of the FSU 
administration. 

The statement pointed out the 
aelective use of a seldom enforced 
obaoenity law on itadente with 
"troubleaome or obdnoxioua 
viewpoints." in addition, the 
statement raised questiOBS 
concerning the adverse long-term 
effects, on both the students directly 
involved and the university 
coaununity as a whole. 

In releastng the statement, ACLU 
Tallahassee chapter chairman James 
Doyle said, "We urge the chancellor 
of dK murerirty qrstem and die 
Board Regents to secure an owetdl 
view of the recent campus events 
before taUflg action relating to the 
administratioa of this university." 

The complete statement read a* 

follows: 

"As members of the American 
Civil Liberties Union and residents of 
a university community we are 



deeply distnrbed by fte recent 
acdam at die a dm ii i h tiatiaa of die 
Florida State University. 

"We are particularly concerned 

about ihe administration's 
application of a seldom used 
obscenity law to have students 
arrested and prosecuted in the 
county court when such conduct by 
students would ordinarily be handled 
by univeni^ conuaitleei.

It has turned out that the fears expressed in this column yesterdas 
about the march on tlic Capitol were, for the most part, groundless We 
predicted a turnout of only 100 or 200 students. Those wtio 
participated numbered 400 or 500. We were afraid that the actions of a 
few individuals would destroy the non-violent and legitimate image of 
the Committee Against Refwession (CARE). With the exception of 
minor jeering of speakers, the crowd was orderl> We feared j nurch 
that would end in a shouting match, arrests and dispersal by the police. 
This Jill iM>t happen. 

We are glad we were wrong. 

We were overly cautious, but we fed tlus caution is justified since the 
issues are so vital. The issue is not involvement of corporate interests in 
the Board of Regents, American imperialism in Vietnam and elsewhere. 
Marxist ideology, or ROTC. It is the denial of basic Constitutional 
rights and a discriminatory enforcement of laws and university 
regulations which amounts to harassment and repression. 

We were afraid the march would result in a sell-out - a sell-out of the 
vita) issues to SDS ideology whudrinanystudents who proved last qning 
and on the nigln of March 4 that they aren't put of my silent nnajority, 
will not support. 

♦ As one of the speakers at Monday 's rally on Landis Green noted, the 
movement is beautiful. It's wide-based. It's alive. But it can't be 
clouded by what are, as far as the present situation on campia is 
concerned, irrelevant issues. 

End denial of Constitutional rights and discriminatory enforcement 
oSlaws on this campus and cope with the inevalent matters later. Qoud 
everything by pushing for a solution in one neat package to all the 
world's problems and you accomplish nothing but victory for those 
who have denied rights and discriminately enforced the law. 

A 20-minute ^eech by one SOS member yesterday at the Capitol on 
eveiything but the issues at hand is an example of the deteimination by 
some to devert from the "beautiful" movement. .As was the suggestion 
that Monday s rall> be held iJlegially on Landis Green. 

So far, CARE has kept the vital issues in the forefront. For thb 
reason, yesterday's march at least did Uttle harm to the cause.

from the Supply Store. After alerting 
the preadent's crflice, Mr. Tanner 
proceeded to the arcade and oluetved 
Philip Sanfurd. a former student not 
currently enrolled, addressin;! .i 
crowd of some 75 pciple I armed 
there at atiout the same time. In my 
opinion, and in the opinion of Mr. 
Tanner, Mr. Sanford's speech was 
iirfhmtnatoiy, pnrfane and obscene.

When, after three such 
warnings, Mr. Sandford still refused 
to teave, he was arrested and removed 
to the Leon County Jail. Mr. 
Sanfurd was rele»ed on SlOO bond 
during the afternoon. 

"Mr. Tanner and nieiiibers ol Ins 
staff remained in the area ol the 
arcade for about 30 minutes after the 



anest. A short time after he returned 
to his ofriee, he was notifled that a 
disorderly .situation had developed 
again in the arcade. Mr. Tarmei 
returned and olNerved JacL 
Uebeiman addressing the crowd in 
what Mr. TanBei believed to be an 
inaamniatofy maaner. At die time 
Vice President Arnold was 
attempting to disperse the crowd and 
to encourage Mr. Lieberman to leave 
the area Mr. Tanner u-arned Mr.

College of the New South is now 
just working idea on paper, drawn up 
by students in a seminar at Atlanta's 
Clark College. Part of the mainly 
black Atlanta University complex, 
dark offered a seminar this semeitac 
on Utopia and Community." 

The eoOege they designed puts 
together ideas wiiicfa have been tried 
at other sdiools, but never all in one 
place. It is conceived as oriented 
toward the South in enroUnent and 
organization. 

The stated purpose of the school 
is "to uistitute a genuinely pluralistic 
educational community 
feiwesentative of the region; to 
pravide Ittieial arts edu c a tion as a 
basis tot devdopment of Che Soafli; 
to encous^ Hw d w e l op men t of 
indhri^d gifts mat urines; nd to 
engage in iunowtfon in hitler 
education." 

The school would be 
undergraduate only, and located very 
near, but not in a city. "Although the 
college would use and contribute to 
urban life, a non-urban campus can 
afl'ord the calm for diought" The 
untimate sbe woidd be 1500-2000 
students. 

The biggest difficulty is funding 
such an enterprise. The students have 
decided they are serious about the 
ptaieet, and want to seek fowidation 
and g oi v ei nn ie n t maney for it, and 
also to get money from agriculture, 
consulting, and other profit-making 
activities. 

Their college would recruit a 
student body "largely in the South, 
but with as varied a composition as 
possible. Students from outside the 
region and foreign students would be 
welcome, particuUrty at exdnnge 
students." 

Tlie problem of a govemimg board 
it riil uuolved, bat "so long as the 
boaid can easfly and denMciaMcaU 
composition, the particular

time taken to accumulate the 36 
courses needed for graduation. 

Faculty members might have a 
seven-year job limit once they 
reached professor status. (The only 
other rank would be "instructor," 
wUcfa would have a two year limit* 
twCon promoiina to imfemfriiip.) 
They would teach in 



sciences, humanities, creative and 
performing arts, and history snd 
social sciences. There would be no 
further breakdown to "reduce 
bureaucratic tabytiatts amt 
administrative costs." 

Majors might be in traditional 
fields, "each student would devise his 
own autot p ro g ra m - and justify it- 
or he may haw no nuior pragiam at 
aU. Independent study and ODldwarit 
would be encouragad. Stndnlt 
should regularly propose new oounes 
and evaluate existing ones. Ciedtt 
should be given for some jobs." 

Unlike most other schools, at this . 
one "each student must teach a 
course" and receive credit for it. 
Grading, of course, shouldn't exist. 
The emphasis will be on 
self-evaluation. The living and eating 
conditions to which students are now 
sut(iected should be avoided.

student life "should be attempted."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court uaaafanaudy tiuew 
outlfond«yicon«ictioa of Timothy F. 
Leaiy, ooted drag expedmentei, on a 
fliMfing tiiat compliance irith federal 
marqiiana iawi woold violate Us 
protection agatnit teif-incrimination. 

The ruling, given by Justice Juha 
Marshall Harlan, seriously damaged - 
perhaps fatally the marijuana laws. 

The court reasoned that 
compliance with their proviaons 
would expoee Leaiy and otiien in the 
same situation to provcntion under 
state muquana laws. 

The decision foiiows the same 
reasonh^ the court used last year to 
riddle federal laws requiring gunUen 
to buy tax stamps and certain 
firearms possessors to register with 
the governiTient 

leary »a.s convicted m 1966 ol 
brin;;ini! about half an ouiKc of 
marijuana into the United States 
from Mexico. He was sentenced to 
from five to 30 yean m posoo. 

His appeal attacked thiee federal 
laws that, while they did not make 
use of marijuaru a federal crime, 
make supervision possible through a 
system of import controls and 
taxation. 

The three laws make it a crime to: 
I) transport iUegalty imported 
marijuana knowing that the 
marijuana had been imported 
illegaUy; 2) transport marijuana 
without having paid a transfer tax; 
and 3) acquire maryuana without 
having paid the transfer tax.

"He was conlronlcd with a statute 
which on its lace permitted him to 
acquire the drug lega^, provided he 
paid the SlOO^-onace bantfer tax 
and gave inciteteti«g infoniiation.

Harlan said Leary "had ample 
reason to fear" that if he identified 
himself to the goverament as one 
who had oMaiMd naegistered 
mari^iana the infonBatioB oould be 
eiven to local enforcement ofHciais.

Nixon called Burger "superWy qualified" for the bluest judicial 
position in the land as he introduced the Minneiotan to the natioa 
from the East Room of the White House. 

"I am very proud twiigJit to nominate at 15th chief jusUce of the 
United States Judge Warren Burger," the President told an audienoe 
of top government offitaab tmd a nationwide radio and tdevision 
audience. 

The white-haired judge said that "At a time like this the .best 
thing to say is very Btde." 

He expressed gratitude to the FMdert your veiy ^adow 
expression of confidence." 

"In a sense, at least," he went on, "you pay tribute to aB the 
»tting judges" of the judiciary. 

"I hope I can share that with all of them tonight." 

Bruger's was one of a number of names that had been raised at 
possilMlities to succeed Cheif Justice Earl Warren, who is retiring next 
month at age 78 after 16 years as head of the high couru. 

Burger's nomination is now subject to tonfimution by the 
Democratic-controlled senate.

What is Goodyear dOHig to help 
developing countries become 
economically viable and 
independent members of the 
world community? Is Goodyear 
doing anything to help build up 
indigenously owned businesses? 

Isn't it possible that several U.S. 
and other foreign firms operating 
in a small, developing country 
could become so centrally linked 
to the economic health of the 
country and hence to its 
financial base as to be able to 
strongly influence the cimiposi- 
tion and style of its government?

Dear Mr. Clark: 

Whether measured by economic 
or social yardsticks, the direct 
results of most modern multi- 
national corporate activities in 
the emerging nations is the 
fostering of progressive 
devetopment— not exploitation 
under the outdated concepts of 
19th Century mercantilism. 

Any casting of accounts reveals 
that corporate policies, and their 
implementing operations, are 
focused toward growth within a 
country There is also a realistic 
understanding that those 
operations can be the essential 
motivating force for any viable 
progress of the region. 
Essentially, the "In-put" is far 
greater than the outflow, 
all factors considered. 

This is clearly revealed from an 
economic perspective by the 
fiscal policy planning and profit 
position of many major 
companies abroad. As demon- 
strated by Goodyear's own 
position, we have repatriated 
considerably less than half of our 
foreign earnings over the past 
ten years. Conversely, more than 
half of our earnings have been 
re-invested abroad. This has 
been buttressed further by 
additional capital investment 
both equity capital and long-term 
loans— in the emerging nations. 

Even with this continuing 
infusion of additional capital, 
coupled with re-investment, for 
the past three years, returns on 
capital investment in these areas 
still does not equal— let alone 
exceed— returns on domestic 
operations. 

This disparity is broadened 
further by the tax factor. Taking 
into account an overall tax rate 
abroad of some 40 per cent, as 
compared to the U.S. corporate 
tax rate of 52.8 per cent, foreign 
investment returns still are 
markedly less than in our 
domestic operations, notwith- 
standing the more favorable rate. 

implicit to this picture is the 
posture of the major corporation 
abroad both in terms of its 
relationship to the hosting 
foreign government, and the 
effects of its operations on 
economic and social growth. 
Essentially operations are 
designed to establish a base 
for growth while meeting 
immediate local needs, 
disciplined by the realities of 
the profit-motivated frea 
enterprise system. 




In direct consequence the 
host-country's GNP is increased, 
tax revenues swelled, local 
manufacturing stimulated, local 
employment is expanded 
broadly with a wide range of 
new jobs, and local consumer 
needs satisfied— which is of 
crucial importance in conserving 
"hard-money"reserves or foreign 
exchange credits. 

Equally, the impact of these 
operations upon local living 
standards cannot be dismissed 
casually. For many it has meant 
the incredible step forward from 
"bare-survival"existence to a 
viable way of life. To an 
inordinate number this can be as 
basic as obtaining an adequate 
supply of potable water, 
treatment of diseases we've 
forgotten about in this country, 
sufficient food, and at least 
literacy level education. 

The dimensions of this picture 
are broadened further by the fact 
that an investment climate is 
generated that begins to attract 
other major enterprises to the 
area resulting in broader 
diversification. 

The simple truth is, Mr. Clark, 
that the modern multi-national 
corporation, disciplined by the 
profit and loss risk, is the only 
mechanism capable of creating, 
implementing and managing 
change. Accordingly it is through 
its operations that rapid social 
and economic development will 
occur in the ernerging nations. 
Don't you agree that its position 
isjustified?

Resolution Notes 

There s so much we could, and should, say about ti» teairiatioii which was 
passed and at the same time lejected by Faculty Senate yesterday. Fim, we will 
go on reccud as «gieeii« «M the laotion's insiiwation and with Student Body 
fteadent Canter Brown's statement in the Presidential Memo below: that Actii« 
VMdent Stanley MarshaH should not be named permanent president. 

We have opposed his handling of the present controversy on campus. We agree 
wW« thesentimentsexpressed by Dr. Paul Piccard in I acults Senate that while 
Marshall's actions have been legal, they have not been in the best interests of the 
university. For e.xample, we feel he is guilty of "overkill" in enforcement of stete 
law and university regulations. He is also guilty of selective raforcement We fed 
that he acted iUegally in the sispenaon of tiuee students wMiout tegui tat "due 
process." 

Marshall's actions are as icqKMsibie as tboM of SDS for the crisis that now 
exists on cmpus. But then a dawn out condemnation of Acting President 

ManfaaU isn't aw pni]MMe here. It nmst suffice for the time beinc that we snppott 
Oeiesahitiaa 

Something we note about Senate's actions is that it reveals a great deal of 
support for Marshall in I acuity Senate and the faculty at large. This is revealed by 
die defeat of the resolution by a roll call vote and the near drfeat of it by seoet 
ballot, it only passed by two votes by secret ballot 

During liiscussion on the measure, there emetxed strong defenses of ManhaU 
Tb^ also emerged strong attacks. There is a sindar poluization in the student 
ho«r. MaishaU probably stiU hM tiie support of much of the university 
«miinunity anevealedby the senate debate. But his actions over the past several 
days have generated violent opposition among those *ho formerly numbered 
among his strongest supporters. An exMiple (tf tiiis is the former Senate Steering 
Committee diairman. Dr. Piccard. 

The new opposition Marshall has generated is of too great a proportion for him 
to be able to lead a unified iiniicrsiiv 

One final note. It ,s u, • ihat a roll call ballot was required. In a 

situation as deUcate as thi.s one, a secret ballot would have prevented probleros It 
eertainh wouldn't have added to the polarization process as did the roll call vote 
It would have prevented Faculty Senators, who «c also members of the 
ftMdential Sekctimi Advisory Committee, from bemg placed on the spot At 
least two of tiiem exiwesKd theb intention to abstain. A check uf the vote will 
piobabfy reveal tint tiiey followed ttirough. It is possible that some senators 
fewd for dieir job. We would hope that such a fear is groundiess. but w imagine 
It did exist. A totallysecreJ ballot would have allowed these persons to vote the 
vaf they felt without fear of reprisal 

Had only the secret ballot been taken, the resolution most certainly would have 
still passed. And there would have been nooffsetting defeat as resulted fiom the 
roU call vote. In aU fairness to ManfaaU. it sould \v painted out that the rai caU 
was supported by Piccard who mtrodnced the lesoiBtion. 

These are jut a few of the notes that come to mind over yestei^'s Fwnltv 
Scaaieresohitioaactiaa.

All the tech.nicaJ 
competence in the wt)rld. iiuwever, 
cannot make up tor a non-dramatic 
vehicle which is basically as bad as 
"Star! " ( "Star! " won no Oscars.)

Change in Housing Policies

The Black Student Uuoa. 
formerly the Afro-Amedcan Student 
Union, marched to the iiousii« 
Office and sabmitted a list of 
demands for immediate reversal of 
policies concerning maids, janitors 
and other Blade nm^cademic 
employees Friday. 

The list of demands were 
presented to Housing Director Edith 
McCollum, in the presence «rf 
Supervisor oi Maintenance James 
Cobb and Vice Piesideat of Student 
Affairs CoL John K. Arnold. 

The statement of demands 
acc us ed the uaivexsity (tf committii« 
"nefarious acts... exercised by its 
vvicMS branches of organbations." 
The BSU statement noted that it's 
'feeling of anger is so intense that we 
hereby promise furtlier, that we shall 
not rest until all oppresaont oeaK, 
and neither will you." 

A spokeman for Oe BSU stated: 
"...what we say cmnes 6om withm 
us, the Bbdc Students of this 
utthrersity, and is not ttte complainb 
of said employees. " She stated that 
the empioyees were afraid to speak 
out due to fear of losing Iheu jobs. 

The demands were then read. 
They included "(1) that the maids 
and janitors not be forced to do work 
in two buildings when they are only 
assigned to one; (2) that the 
leceptionists of all dorms be aUowed 
to come out of llie stmidard unifacms 
and what ttey wear to work be left 
to their own dinetion: (3) that 
maids be panted p r miiiwion to nuke 
use of any fMaiities in tiie dorms that 
they rai^t have die desire to use 
(referring to the kitdiens and rest 
rooms); (4) that a noticeable 
improvement be made directed 
toward the conditions of the maid's 
room or 'slave quarters': (5 i that the 
residence counselors, social dirciiors

The demands were submitted for 
immediate action. 

Resultant remarks were given by 
Housing Dirccior Edith McCollum. 
The first demand "will not go into 
effect Monday (today) or the 
immediate future." she stated. 

"AB receptionists will be allowed 
to (best at tfieir own diicietion 
bcchmfaiK Mondq^" Ae laid. 

In reference to the third demand. 



Miss McCollum suted, "We will 'try 
to work out a plan acceptable to 
botli, the residents and the workers" 

The fourth demand was cited for 
further consideration in hopes of 
improvements by the fall quarter. 

"As of July 1," said Misa 
McCollum, "the residence counselors, 
social directors, and assistant 
cou n seln r s will have to clean their 
own respective apartmeott."

House to Vote 

On Extending 
Income Surtax 

WASHINGTON (AP) When 
House memben vote next immth on 
extendiiig the income surtax, will 
they give moie wei^t to fighting 
inflation or to giving a break to 
middle-income taxpayers.' 

The argument over President 
Ni\on ^ t'isc.il program is hardening 
along these lines. 

Those who oppose the surtax have 
fresh ammunition in statistics 
compiled for a House aniropriations 
subcommittee by the Internal 
Revenue Service. This table highli^ts 
th*' .'Ntenl to which middle-income 
taxp3y^•r^ those in the $8,000 to 
$ 20.000-a-year brackets - are 
carry ing tlic tax burden. 

On the basis ol 1967 income. 

21.S million taxpayers, about 
I per cent of the total, paid nearly 
^.8 billion - ot nearly 46 per cent 
all personal income tax 
ctions. 

Both administration and legislative 
leaiiers .irc showing sign?, of worry 
that middle-income voters' hopes 
hse been raiied too hi^ by the 
tag-reform proposals now being 
prepared for action. 

•Neither the Nixon reform 
proposal nor tt^fox^^ Package 
tddng shape in iSte House Ways and 
Mews Committee room offers much, 
if anything, to the man in the middle. 

Both would hit highmcome 
taxpayers now using ta.\ shelters and 
would completely oi partially lift 
■wome tax from mSkms at the 
bottom of the scale. 

The only way Congress could do 
something quickly for the 
te^^onscious group of voters in 
between would be to let the income 
surtax expire lune 30, or to continue 
it at a lower rate or for a shorter time 
than Nixon recommends, or to 
confine it to corporations. 

But toido this, the administration 
c«intendi, Vonld hurt the 
mMldle-income man - and everybody 
ehi - mote tkm the wrcharge. It 
aq^kiea sncb a step would feed 
infbOon. cut the purcfaaring power 
of the dollar, and require monetny 
iBOsures that would choke off credit 
for home buyers, small businesses 
^ sute awl city govemn>ents.

Why? 



The questkm we must ask b WHY? 

Why has acting President Marshal] chosen to use nonsemical 
piolanity laws to supiess students whose only "crime" has been 
criiciBii of the sMas qoo? 

Wiy did a local court allow a presecuting attorney to use emotiCHial, 
possibly slanderous and malicious personal attacks to convict a student 
anested under questioiuible ciroumtinces? 

Why did the state senate allow an emotional and inational appeal by 
one Florida State professor to scare it into legislation to remow the 
tmire system from Fkxida universities? (Removal of tenure wil 
iqpo{tedly also remove accreditation from the university ^stem. How's 
tbat for attempting to produce "quality" education in Florida?) 

The only explanation which this writer can envision is that the 
"authorities" are afraid that the system is such a weak one that it 
(&nnot withstand any internal dissent or tint dinent threatens the 
vested interests of certain officials. Perhaps free speech, assembly, due 
process, the fair and equitable administration of the laws and a fair trial 
veactually overt tiireats to the democratic ^em we live under, or the 
authorities miming the system. 

Rationality seems to have been thrown to the wind and the 
generation gap, another admittedly vague tarn, hat becoaie die giuding 
influence for the "authorities." 

Our supression appears to be of the local variety. 

It comes frmn a group a! peo{rie who have becmne mfected with a 
McCarthy like fear of Commies, a touch of "anti-intellectual" flu, and 
the traditional fear of change which opposed even the American 
Revolution. 

It may well a last-ditch effort effort to force the leaders of 
tomorrow into the paths of today. 

It is here that the generation gap fdays an important role. Today's 

coUege youth is the product of the nuclear age; it was raised under the 
fear of the bomb and the Cold War; it doesn't Uke what it has 
experienced. 

Our generation has grown tired of Vietnams, as well as 
Czechoslavakias. We are tired <rf so-called "peace talks" wliich show no 
results. We are tired at local cowts whidi ignore the r^ts of citizens 
and allow decisions to be made on the basis ot emotion rather than 
legality. We are tired of laws which exist for no purpose other than to 
enaUe the authorities to feather their own nests. We are tired of 
administrators who resort to high-handed methods and public displays 
of supression to stir up public sentiments and make conciliation an 
inqiosability. We are tired of political interference in our educational 
system. We are tired of a political system which spends more money on 
worthless defense projects than on education, housmg and food for the 
poor, medical care for the indigent or legal aid for the needy. We arc 
tired of a political system which has so many "proper channels" of 
communication, that action lakes years and the ultimate action 
requested may be watered down to a point that it is merely a 
meanii^ess token. We are tired of the weaknesses of our society. 

H is quite obvious that those in authority are not as tired of such 
thii^ as we. It is also quite obvious that among youth there are several 
divisions of opinion as to how needed changes are to be achieved. We 
have our revolutionaries as well as our apathetic waiten. By far the 
most numerous and the dominant group, however, are those who want 
swift, but non- violent tchange - modification, but not scrapping of the 
systtoi - rationality, not emotionality and dialog ratiier than argument. 

We feel that the democratic way of left is the best way of life, but 
that steps must be taken to insure true democracy rather than 
government by and for the monied elite, and the whfte, Ang^Saxmi 
Protestant. 

The mood of fear which is evident anxmg those m authority must be 
reidaced by a mood of reform, a mood of understanding, and a mood 

of fairness and tolerance towards all men. Our crisis appears to be 
merely a local manifestation of the nationwide struggle to achieve such 
a mood.

1 think he 
knows what the facts are, but I don't 
believe there is the feeling you have 
to move as rapidly as I believe we 
have to." 

Humphrey, who has been 
lecturti^ at Macalester College and 
the University of Minnesota, said, 
"You canH affocd to and you cannot 
in tlie name of peace on the campus 
permit a handful of young men and 
women who are determined to have 
their wiU and their way destroy 
property, destroy university records, 
disrupt classrooms, mtimidate the 
professon or intimidate tiie student 
body." 

The univenitin. be said, should 
use "discipline rather than 
repression... 

"The ditcipltne I'm asking fas, is 
suspension for those who are 
violating every rule of the university 
and, secondly, expulsion and. thirdly, 
not lo grant ainnest) when those 
things have taken place that are truly 
violating eveiy ttndard of the 
university." 

But, he added, "you have to 
understand the difTerence between a 
man who is determined to commit an 
act, a crime, nd a person who is 
determined to change thinp on a 
umversitv by a modest act of dvi 
disobedience." 



Humphrey said that even among 
the radicals there were those willing 
to negotiate. But he cited a "very 
small fringe" of revolutionaries who 
"are not about ready to have a 
dialogue.

If You Drinks Don^t Drive; 
If You Smoke 



(CPS) ~ A recent evperiment 
designed to test the comparative 
effects of alcohol and marijuana on 
driving performance has shown grass 
the winner in nearly every category. 
The resevch was reported in the 
cuiicat issue of Scienoefflagadne. 

The test, ran in Seattle, Wash., by 
the state's Department of Motor 
Vehicles and medical professon from 
the University of Wadiington, 
measured the responses of individuals 
intoxicated with alcohol, high on 
marijuana, and in normal condition. 
The subjects, who were tested 
teptHtdtsf over a period of weeks to 
prevent error, were placed niside a 
driving simulator which shows movies 
(rf driving ntuations and measures the 
speed and strength of tiieirie^poiiies 
to the fOms. 

The simulators, the Motor 
Vehicles department says, will soon 
replace standard driving tests for 
Washington appUcants for drivers' 
licenses. The machines, an official 
says, "tests the quality of a person's - 
driving - not justiAeitherocnothe' 



Government Professor 
Publishes Textbook 



Despite the increasing size of 
tederal government, states and 
.ommunities spend twice as much as 
the federal government for domestic 
affairs, according to a new book by 
I lorida State's Dr. Thomas R. Dye, 
which deals with "conflicts over 
public policy in American states and 
eomnuinities and the structures and 
processes designed to manage these 
-onniets." 

I he 479-pagc book, ' Politics in 
Stales and Communities. has just 
tx'cn published by Prentice-Hall. It 
IS designed u a textbook for ure in 
college tovemment dasaes. 

The national gorarameirt spends 
more money than all the states and 
communities combined but 
three-fourths of these expenditures 
is for past, present and future wars, 
v:ns Dye. 

American states and 
communities, said the author, 
"operate the world's largest public 
school system and highway 
network," and most of tiie nation's 
judicia], wctfare, police, health, 
cnrrectional and recreational 
P'oprams and facilities. "They have 
major responsibility for 
'uintaining domestic law and order, 
' r educating the children, for

In every case, and after repeated 
tests, drivers who were under the 
influence of alcohol made 
agnificantly more errors in all the 
cat^oiies except steering. Drivers 
lAo e ap e dea ced a "normal social 
marijuana high" made more 
speedometer enors than the ottiers, 
but in all other areas their drhrmg was 
exactly like fliat undn normal 
conditions. They abo made the same 
number of total errors as "normal" 
test subjects 

Speedometer enors, according to 
the artk^ in Science, do not i 
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driving too fast, since the simulator 
machines "drive" at a fixed speed 
which the driver cannot change. 
Speedometer errm, the researchos 
say, "are rdated to tone ipent 
watching the speedometer." 

It is impossible to tell, from the 
fact that a driver made "speedometer 
errors," the article goes on. whether 
drugs would alter the speed at which 
a person would normally drive. But 
the researchers say they have reason 
to believe that drivers "high" on 
marijuana would drive more slowly 
than normally, rattier than faster. 

The testers recruited experienced 
marguana urns fiw most of the 
e xp er im ents, but also ran the tests on 
persons who had never used flie drug, 
and increased the dose by three times 
for a few trials. There was no 
difference in the results; "high" 
performance was no different from 
that of a normal driver, and far better 
from that of the driver who had been

CHICAGO (AI) - The Chicago 
White Sox have ^nt $400,000 this 
season trying to build a fire under 
their drooping attendance but so far 
haven't even got much of a spark.

"If there isn't improvement in 
June when the weather settks down, 
QtBB well just luwe to kxdc to new 
answen," said Stn Molconrii. vice 
piesidBnt m diaige of puUic tdations 
and promotions. 

"^e m trying to find the answers 
with $100,000 wOTth of Ughts in he 
parlcing areas, $150,000 worth of 
promotions toward making the Sox 
'the bright one' including a bevy of 
Soxettes pretty hostesses 
rock-and-toU combo and a public 
relations Qna to jazz op the eatiie 
image." 

The Sox type of play on the field 
- likened to watching paint dry - 
also has undergone rhannii with 
about S1S0,000 worth of an artffidd 
grass infield and a pulled-in fence 
system to help accentuate batting. 

In 35 games, the Sox have scored 
138 runs, compared to 92 a year ago. 
and have a team batting mark of .237 
after an anemic 228 in 1968. But 
what they are most proud of is a 
collection of 31 home runs, led by 
rookie Chatlos May with 10. It took 



tbe Sox until their S3nl game, on 
June 10 last season to nadi tte 31 

homer total. 

This upswing at the plate still has 
not been reflected in attendance, 
however. The young Sox team has 
looked tremendous one day and very 
average the next and has a 17-18 
won4ost mark. The Sox are tied for 
«M in Oe American Leone's West 
DiciBon. 

The weather can be blamed for 
everything and anything. It has been 
a miserable spring in Chicago with 
rain, cold and traces of snow at 
times. The Sox drew only 7,119 
customers Sundav against the Boston 
Red Sox with temperature m the 
40's. Their three-game weekend set 
with Boston atuacted only 22,00U. 

In IS home gunes so far, the 
tunstles have Kiueaiced out 120,735 
compared to a 142.6& a year ago in 
this time. The 1968 total was 
803,775 - the bottom of a gnuhud 
dropoff that set in 1966 when 
attendance was under a million for 
the first time in seven years 

If the weatherman controls the 
turnout on the Sox South Side, he 
apparently doesn't have much to do 
with it on the North Side. There, the 
National League-leading Cubs, 
playing only day games, have palled

Earlier during the year, hasketball Coach Hugh Durham pointed out 
the need at least for a larger fidd house to draw better competitkMi to 
play Florida State at home. The facility he had in mind was a coliseum 
built on lines simiU^ to Georgia Tech's facility or the new plant at 
South Carcdina. 

The arguments in favor of a coliseum are many. First, the seating 
capacity needed for home basketball games would be increased greatly, 
from the present 4,500 limit now to posnUe lO^XX) w iq> to 12 or 
14,000. Not only would this allow a greater attendance at cage 
contests, but would provide the seating capacity and air conditioned 
comfort needed to draw big name entertainers for the Seminole 
Spotlight and Artist /Series. The studenU would benefit from being able 
to seat mare students and nttiag in air conditioned comfort in less 
crowded coafitions. 

Graduation could probably be held there alcmg with other events 
such as special speakers and tpecal addresses. 

At this point, air conditioning Tully Gym would just be putting off 
the issue, but if nothing else is feasible., would be well worth the 
expense. 

If is hoped that the university and the Athletic Committee can get 
together/ some time in the near future to icsohte thisi^gravating.if not 
intdfenMe, situation. It may not be as import an t as die Bbraiy or 
other urgently needed building programs, but the need for a coliseum is 
quite obvious and the faciUty could be used for enough purposes to 
make its comideration wdl worth the effort.

The Florida Senate Rules 

Committee has decided to delay 
consideration of a proposed bill to 
remove tenure for all college 
professors until the 1970 ses.sion. 

The bill. which educators 
pa-dicted would have disastrous 
consequences, was sidetracked 
Monday by the commMee iriiich 
refoted to rccotnmend it at an 
emergency meaaue for coniidetBtiim 
this session. 

Sen. Richard Dccb. R-St. 
Petersburg, introduced the bill after 
the 4.S-dav cutoff for bills in the 
1969 regular session. It could not be 
considered except as an emergency. 

The vice chairman of the Rules 
Committee, Sen. Mallory Home, 
p-Tallafaataee, contended that the bill 
abeady hu had a good effect 

He said it "has quited down the 

.situation here at Florida State 
University " 

The bill was introduced last week 
after senators expressed concern 
about campus disorders, including a 
protest which FSU ttudentt said wat 



^nators. and promises of support 
from a few others. 

"I don't think I have to tell you 
how much of an emergency we have 
on campus with disorders," Deeb 
said. He contended that tenure 
prevents piestdents of the state 
universities from firing or diactpynii^ 
professort for participation ot 
encoMngeneat of campm dkatOm. 

When tenure is gianted a profettor, 
he it offidafly detjgnated at a 
permanoit member of the faculty. 
He can be removed only for specified 
causes according to procedures 
established by he State Board 
Ri^eatt.

KflshS (Cont from page 1) 
him to call an emergency meeting on 
cafnpus unrest, issue a statement to 
the pieadentiai selection advisory 
committee, and cancel a sabbatical to 
his alma mater, the University of 
California at Berkeley. 

In a statement issued yesterday. 
Dr. Kasha announced that he was 
cancelling his academic leave ai 
Berkeley with great telucunce, 
i^et, and bitterness. "As an 
aiummis and a respector of its past 
greatness, I am dismayed to see tlie 
total disorder there. It has complex 
origins, almost impossible to 
evaluate , bin il is certain that there is 
a i.i)i:iplcie vhasm of understanding 
today Ixtwcen the Gov er nor and the 
universils udniinistrjtiori." 

Kasha ^ees some similarities 
between Uie crisis at Berkeley and 
the growing amount of dissent at 
l-SU, but feel that such a disaster 
can be avoided if a fair presentation 
by the local media is offered and a 
president from outside this academic 
cortiTTiunit) i\ selected. 

The liiij! [ijpers are not honestly 
ttUjr].' It;. iMt-lii. what is happening, 
accordmg to Kasha. Though the 
pubUc has a right to be made aware 
of and has a tight to expect 
contributions from institutioiu, "tbte 
local populace should not inqNMe its 
local aims in a manner restrictive to 
the higher educational goals of the 
institution." 

In addition. Kasha feels that the 
University's liigher goals will be 
achieved and dissent eUminated with 
the selection a new president from 
outside FSU's confines. 

"A new president," Kasha said in 
an interview, "is necessary, because 
although there are many talented 
pe^le at I SU, we must look outside 
;x;cause of the polarization within 
-'le facultN 

He --dui i new president suitably 
selected by proper measures, will be 
able to rally the faculty around the 
administration, and thus a major 
potential cause of campus disunity an 
unrest wfll be eUmlnated. 

Kasha organized an informal 
'neeting on .Mas 2} to divuss the 
campus unrest and the development 
nf I SL" Included in the discussion 
^oup were Representative Donald 
fucker, Malcolm Johnson. Sidney 
Vtendelson. and members from seven 
departments and schools on campus, 
nie group fidt that the most 
nodetate. onMsr> *Bd lawieipecting 
.rganjzations on campus aU 
niphasized the need to select an 
outside impartial administrator" to 
<'rve as president of F'SU. 

The group additionally felt that 
lie "crisis" at FSU is artificial for 



several reasons: a) the SDS group was 
virtually insignificant until brougiit 
into prominence by administrative 
actions; b) tiie so«dlBd b(mib4ueat 
is not new nor cu it be ikeetty be 
related to the preaent situation; and 
c) a change of administiation will 
soNe any serious problems on 
campus. 

Several days after the meeting. 
Kasha issued a statement clarifying 
his position and enjoining an 
expression of confidence for FSU 
and its abilities to solve its problems 
internally. 

"Because my fiKulty colleagues 
and I ate so tfistotbed by recent 
events," Kasha said in his statement, 
"all of us are working to bring sanity 
to bear on the situation. I called an 
emergency meeting last week of some 
leading members of the Tallahassee 
business community and some 
leading professors, to seek means to 
alleviate misunderttandiiig. Two key 
points em^iaatod by die faculty 
pvtidpants ue: 

"(1) The excellent Chancdlor, 
Robert Mautz, and the fine Board of 
Regents must be relied on to 
continue developing the system 
representing SO years of constructive 
achievement. 

"(2) The members of the 
pubiic_ace urged to trust in the 
democratic, lawful, and orderly 
processes whi<* the faculty 
committees, the Chancellor, and the 
Board of Regents are attempting to 
pursue in carrying out their kwfnl 
responsibilities. 

"The Florida State University is on 
the brink of its greatest period of 
achievement. Public confidence in 
the univerrity should be based on 
knowledge of the exceptional 
faculties and programs built up here 
in recent decades.

Theie are those who think acting President Stanley Marshall has the job 
sewed up as a result of the way "he has put down SDS the past two 
weeks." Others see his diances dim ■ . .They feel that tite BOR will gh« 
a great deal of weight to the recommendations of the faculty-student 
Presidential Selection Advisory Committee. Marshall, they say, will 
recaive a poor recommendation by the committee. R is reported that 
three candidates from out-of-state with "very impressive credentials" 
have been considered by the committee and will be highly 
recommended to the regents. 

We don't know what action the board will take. We had assumed that 
because of the support he had garnered in the Legislature and the state 
at large, MarshaU had the inside track. But this may prove to be 
incorrect. Events of the past few days, while adding to the actii^ 
president's reputation as a S.l. Hayakawa, have also created seccMid 
thoughts in the minds of persons affiliated with the umvernty. Some 
have been turned off by Marshall's alienation of a large segment of the 
faculty and students. Others have come to blame Marshall for, 
inadverently or not, cauang the "controversy" to grow all out of 
proportion. 

What we're trying to say is that acting President Marsliall may no 
longer be a dnxMn. 

When Germany and Japan had been defeated and World War II had 
come to an end, the question on the mind of most Americans was: 
Wtore do we go from here? A similar question is on the minds uf 
man\ members of the FSU commuiuty. After a permanent president is 
selected, where do we go? 

The obvious answer is: May we go ever forward. Well, thh> is almost 
meaningless since who knows which wav is forward or what is progress. 
A more concrete answer is: Regardless of wliu the new president is, 
may we reunify and strive to work together. This will caiitor some give 
and take - especialfy if the new president is Marshall. We were 
admonished recently that if he is named permanent president, he must 
be given a chance. Perhaps he should be given a chance to operate in an 
environment where he does not have to consider the immediate 
political coiuequence«of his every move and what effect they will have 
oo fais cweer ftitine. So diwid e iit focoHy and (todento amst give and 
take. 

Bat Marshall must be willing to give and take too. He nniat realize 
that lie has lost the confidence of many faculty and students and strive 
to r^ain it. 

Where do we go from here outside of reunifying? What about 
amending the system under which the university president consults 
MnA legal authwities, rather than faculty and students, before taking 
steps critical to the wrffare of the universityj under which state laws and 
university regulations may be discriminately enforced; under which 
oatpide police forces may be called in to disperse peacefully 
demonstratii^ students; under wfaidi students im^ be suspended in 
flagranti violation ai "dm pnem (at lent the tMpemons woe kter 
overturned). 

The path tbn country followed after World War 11 didn't turn out to 

be a very bright one. It led to Korea and now Vietnam. One can't help 
but hope that the steps FSU takes after next month yield more rosier 
comequences.
